George Parker, alias “Butch Cassidy,” 
bne of the most desperate characters In 
the West, who is believed to have been 
Implicated In the robbery of the Great 
Northern express train near Wagner. 
Mont., last June, fought his way clear 
of two city detectives in Nashville yes¬ 
terday, and, after a thrilling chase, 
made his escape. In his race for liberty 
he utilised a two-horse wagon team, a 
horse and buggy and a riding horse, all 
forcibly taken, while two dead blood¬ 
hounds marked the first portion of his 
trail. The man threw away a wallet 
containing 11.040 In ten and twegty-dol- 
lar bills of the Montana Bank. 

While the “bureaucrats” are now try¬ 
ing to throw’ discredit upon the testi¬ 
mony of Hear Admiral Schley, saying 
his testimony was a written argument, 
incited while his counsel held the copy, 
and insisting that he has been shown 
culpable by a score of witnesses, the 
friends of Schley are already talking 
of a congressional inquiry and will not 
slop short of complete vindication. 

The funeral of Robert CofTey. the 
Empire mine guard who was murdered 
In Christian county Saturday while 
pursuing men who attacked nonunion 
miners, took place In Hopkinsville yes¬ 
terday. The Empire mines have been 
forced to close on account of the ex¬ 
citement. The operators will resist all 
attempts to organise their men. 

Between the hours of 8 r. m. and 5 p, 
m. to-day, to-morrow and Wednesday 
opportunity to register for the Novem¬ 
ber election will be given cltirons w*ho 
were prevented, either by illness or ab¬ 
sence from the city, from registering on 
the regular registration days. The spe¬ 
cial registration will be by affidavit at 
the County Clerk's office. 

It Is probable that the body of Leon 
Crolgosz. the assassin of President Mc¬ 
Kinley. will be cremated after the exe¬ 
cution. which will take place in Auburn 
prison. N. Y„ Tuesday morning at 7 
•'clock. Every attempt will be made 
o avoid the appearance of sensat lon- 
llam. __ 

In a sensational sermon the Rev’. J. 
Kinsey Smith declared human life safer 
In Afghanistan than In Kentucky, and 
bitterly assailed lax justice in the Lou¬ 
isville courts, referring to the case last 
tried, when a man was acquitted of 
murdering his friend while drunk. 

In a fight between Insurgents and 
American troops on the island of Pa- 
ray. the rebels were defeated and twen¬ 
ty-five of them were killed. Gen.

FIGHTS HIS WHY TO LIBERTY. 


Thrilling Chase Through 
Streets of Nashville. 


A MONTANA TRAIN ROBBER 


ESCAPES FROM OFFICERS AFTER 
A DARING RIDE IN STOLEN 
VEHICLES AND ON 
HORSEBACK. 


STRUGGLE WITH DETECTIVES. 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 27.—[Special.]— 
A desperate man, George Parker, alias 
“Butch” Casslty, cowboy, murderer and 
train robber, w’anted for complicity In 
the Great Northern 183,000 express rob¬ 
bery at Wagner. Mont., escaped from 
the very clutches of the low this morn¬ 
ing, and the chase after the fleeing des¬ 
perado makes up ona of the most ex¬ 
citing days In the history of the Narh- 
ville police department. News of the 
thrilling dash of the bandit spread 
through the city in a very few minutes, 
and It was not long until many citizens, 
armed with pistols, rifles and shotguns. 
Joined Chief of Police Curran and Sheriff 
Hurt and their men In an effort to ap¬ 
prehend the man. but as the case stands 

he outwitted them all. 

• » • 

Presented Montana Bank Note. 

He went to the Newman & Co. dry 
goods store, and after making small 
purchases presented a 120 bill in pay¬ 
ment. It was found the bill was one 
of those stolen from the express train. 
A telephone message was sent to the 
police and the bandit was detained. De¬ 
tectives Dwyer and Dickens responded. 
Detective Dwyer asked the man his 
name, to which he responded, giving the 
name of Ferguson. "We are officers and 
you are under arrest.” said Dwyer, at 
the same time placing his hand on the 
man's shoulder.

Jerks Out Two Revolvers. 


President Roosevelt was forty-three 
years old yesterday.

Quick as a flash, without uttering a 
word, and before the officers could pull 
their pistols, the prisoner with both 
hands threw back his coat and Jerked 
from their holsters a brace of ferty-flve- 
caliber pistols, holding them In either 
hand, commanding the officers to per¬ 
mit him to pass them. Dwyer had hla 
pistol out, while the other officer had 
his pocket “billy” filled with shot. They 
grabber* the prisoner from each s de and 
a desperate hand-to-hand encounter fol¬ 
lowed, In w’hlch neither of the 
three men had a chance to use a 
pistol. Dickens brought his billy into 
play upon the head of the bandit, but 
he fought on like a demon. For three 
minutes the three men struggled In a 
small space near the front of the store 
only a few feet from the door. In some 
unaccountable manner the desperado, a 
man of herculean strength, threw the 
officers from him and made a dash Into 
College street. 

• • • 

Captures An Ice Wagon. 

Before the officers could recover them¬ 
selves the man ran down the street, 
where a large Ice wagon was passing. 
On the wagon were three negroes. The 
bandit threw one pistol In the holster 
he wore, catching one of the horses by 
the bridle. He commanded the negroes 
to leave the wagon, stating that he 
needed the team. Two were on the pave¬ 
ment In a Jiffy, but one refused to g-Jve 
up. and did not leave the driver's box 
until after his life had been threatened 
The desperado, grabbing the reins and 
a big whip. Jumped to the driver's s-at, 
whipped up the horses and w*as off in a 
minute, the team going up the grade 
fire-engine fashion. As the bandit drove 
up College street Detective Dwyer re¬ 
opened fire on the flugltive and missed. 
The desperado proceeded on his way to 
the Cumberland river bridge, applying 
the lash to the steeds at their every 
Jump The wagon swayed to and fro 
as It went over the bride, narrowly 
escaping a collision with other vehicles. 
In his flying ride the desperado lost his 
hat. 

• • • 

A Lightning Change. 

With coolness and deliberation the 
bandb decided upon his next move. He 
was certain he was being pursued by- 
two and perhaps a dozen officers and 
citizens. Down Bridge avenue, nt the 
corner of First street, he noticed a 
buggy with a good-looking bay horse 
attached His brain acted quickly. The 
Ice wagon team was slow, hitched to a 
cumbersome wagon. This team could 
not stand the race against more fleet- 
footed animals, and the driver decided 
to ubandon the vehicle. He threw the 
horses, killing one. and leaping from 
the wagon marked with four bullet 
holes, leaving* a trace of blood behind 
un the seat, he told a negro who was 
standing near by to take charge of the 
team. Again he showed rare presence 
of mind. Running across the street, he 
held up an old negro who was driving 
the bay horse, which belonged to MuJ. 
M. J. Dodson After securing the Dod¬ 
son rig the bandit drove on at a fright¬ 
ful rate. Across the rough ibdds he 
went to a saw mill near the river, pass¬ 
ing across several gulll#*?. Where tele¬ 
phone poles are trimmed for use. There 
were several hundred of these poles. 


FATHER CROWLEY DEFIES DECREE 

AND WORSHIPS IN TWO CHURCHES 


Though Forbidden Even To Enter the House of God, 
He Attends Mass Without Interruption. 


Chicago, Oct. 27.—[Special]—With the 
final order of hl» excommunication In 
his pocket. Father Jeremiah J. Crowley 
thla morning bade defiance to the au¬ 
thorities of the Roman Catholic Church 
by attending two masses. He began the 
day by. attending mass at St. Peter's 
chirrch; at 10 o’clock, wearing the Ro¬ 
man collar of the Catholic priesthood, 
he appeared at the Cathedral of the 
Holy Name and went to a prominent 
place »n the auditorium. There he sat 
throughout the services, in spite of the 
fact that the order of his excommuni¬ 
cation waa already posted on the sac¬ 
risty walls No effort was made to 
eject him. 

Chancellor F. J. Barry, acting for 
Archbishop Feehan. sent to every pas¬ 
tor In the dloceae, to be read in every 
church to-day. the order of his excom¬ 
munication, which says in part: 

We hereby declare publicly and sol¬ 
emnly that the Rev. Jeremiah J. Crowley 
Is excommunicated from the Roman 
Catholic Church and all participation 


{ therein, according to the decree of his 
eminence Sebastian Cardinal MartlnelU, 
pro-delegate apostolic. The effects of this 
grave censure of the church are: 

First—He Is cut «iff from the communion 
and society of the faithful. 

Second-The faithful are forbidden, un¬ 
der severe penalty, to hold communion 
with him or assist him In his unlawful 
' conduct. . 

Third—He cannot receive or adminis¬ 
ter anv of the sacraments of the church. 
Should he attempt to give absolution In 
the tribunal of penance, said absolution 
Is Invalid and sacrilegious. 

Fourth—He cannot be present or as¬ 
sist ut any of the public exercises or of¬ 
fices of religion In the Roman Catholic 
| Church, nor can he be present at muss. 
I vespers or any other public services In 


the Roman Cathllc Church. 


Fifth—He cannot serve or fill any of- 
| flee within the gift of the Roman Cath¬ 
olic Church. 

Sixth—Should he die while under this 
excommunication, he will be deprived of 
Christian burial. 

Chancel lot Barry repeated that the 
case has now* j^ass^d wholly out of the 
power and Jurisdiction of Archbishop 
Feehan. and that no appeal Is possible 
except to the Pope himself. Father 
Crowley would make no statement. 


KILLED A BOY FOR MONEY 

AND COT BUT FIFTY GENTS 


Montreal, Oct. 27.—“I killed a boy 
las^ night.” said Tobin Hanson, a 
Dane, thirty-five years of age, to the 
officer in charge w'hen he walked Into 
Central Police Station to-day. 

“I killed him for money, and I only 


got fifty cents. That is not enough, so 
l came to give myself up.” 

Hanson described the locality In 
wdilch the deed had been committed 
and the police found the boy’s body. It 
was Identified as that of Samuel Ma- 
rotte. a son of Samuel Marotte, a well- 
krown spice and coffee merchant. 


The bandit did not falter for an in¬ 
stant when he found himself hemmed 
in, but whipped up the faithful steed 
and sent him In a mad dash over the 
timber, buggy and ail. Some of the 
poles were a foot or two apart, but ho 
did not mind this, his only thought bt- 
lng lo push the horse along In the sen¬ 
sational drive for liberty. 

• • • 

Tears Down a Fence. 

Leaving the pole yard, he came to a 
fence. He hesitated a moment and then 
tore down a section, driving through 
without stopping for an instant. On 
and on he sped. The buggy turned 
over, but the next Instant it was set 
aright, the horse was whipped up and 
again was sent across the country at a 
gallop, stopping not for wire fences or 
other obstructions. The horse was tir¬ 
ing and to stay with him would mean 
arrest. Abandonment gave hope. So 
jumping from the buggy, which had re¬ 
mained intact during the long, hazard¬ 
ous drive, he started through a sec¬ 
tion of Shelby Park on foot. 

• • • 

Mounts Fresh Horse. 

The bnndit noticed a horse tied near 
the river. He cut the hitch strap, 
mounted the horse bareback and again 
started off in a gallop. The ride for 
the next few* hundred yards was as 
sensational as the trip across the tele¬ 
phone poles. This time the animal had 
to Jump through wdre fences and over 
gullies and ravines anyw’here from ten 
to fifteen feet deep. At last he was 
stalled In a triangular wire fence with 
a thirty-foot gully a few feet ahead. 
The animal w’as then abandoned by the 
fugitive. 

The man was being closely pursued 
byiDetectlve Dwyer and Patrolman W. 
H. Glger, and several shots were fired 
by the officers and the bandit. When 
last seen the man was going due east. 

Penitentiary bloodhounds were put 
or the trail, but the path had been tra¬ 
veled by officers and they could rot 
track him. 

• • • 

Joined In Chase. 

Capt. Henry Curran, all available po¬ 
licemen and Sheriff Hurt and his mon. 
along with several Constables, were all 
In the chase by this time. 

When he abandoned the buggy, fear¬ 
ing he should be apprehended perhapj. 
he threw’ a wallet bulging with green¬ 
backs Into the air. Capt. Curran now 
has the money. 11,260 In 110 and 120 blls 
of the Hank of Montana. In his posses¬ 
sion. They answer the description of 
the stolen money in every detail. When 
last seen the man was bleeding at the 
head, perhaps from a pistol wound, but 
m ->re probably from the effect of the 
ct jbblng he received from Detective 
Dickens at the Newman store.

A Desperate Criminal. 


The fugitive Is regarded as one of the 
most desperate criminals In the West. 
He is known In criminal records as bark 
robber, highwayman, cattle and horse- 
thief as well as train robber. He has 
served a tenn In rho Wyoming State 
penitentiary for grand larceny, but was 
pardoned January 19, 1896. 

At midnight the police and county 
officers had found no trace of the fugi¬ 
tive. and it Is believed he has made 
his escape. 

CHECK FOR $5,000

Drusllla Lanier Cravens. wld*»w of the 
Hon. Robert Graven.*, who at the time 
of his death was one of Madison s most 
distinguished citizens. 


New York, Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Seth Low was elected Mayor of Greater 
New York to-day by from ten to thirty 
thousand majority over E. M. Shepard 
by the Tribune and all the leading New 
York newspapers. This Is the second 
time that Mr. Low has been elected 
Mayor of New York the second Sun¬ 
day preceding the election by the lead¬ 
ing dally press, but after electing him 
cn paper the first time the voters de¬ 
feated him with thel/ paper ballots by 
fifty thousand plurality. So it seems 
that these newspaper elections do not 
count for much. 

Whether such an overwhelming de¬ 
feat awaits Low next Tuesday week as 
was given him by Van Wyck three 
years, ago, it Is hard to say, but It ap¬ 
pears now* to be generally believed that 
Shepard ard the Tammany ticket will 
win out.

Shepard's Strength Grows Apace. 

There Is no change here In the polit¬ 
ical conditions excepting that Shepard 
Is stronger than when nominated. It 
Is now pretty well known that the 
strength of the Republican organi¬ 
zation cannot be thrown solidly for 
Low. He will lose at least twenty 
thousand of regular Republican votes. 
This will make up to a great extent 
the losses expected in the Independent 
Democratic ranks, a loss of voters who 
believe that Dick Croker Is a bad man | 
ami that Tammany Hall Is a corrupt 
organization. There are thousands of 
Independent Democrats, however, who 
have no use for Croker and Tammany, 
still have the greatest respect for 
Shepard and will vote for him. These 
Independent Democrats are led by such 
men as Perry Belmont. George Pea¬ 
body and Robert Roosevelt. 

I also find that fully K0 per cent of 
the Jew' vote Is for Shepard. The He¬ 
brew vote here is quite large and 80 
per cent, of It was cast for McKinley 
over Bryan.

A CHICAGO WOMAN'S PLANS. 


WOULD BURY THE ASSASSIN 
IN THAT CITY. 


ASKS FOR SUM OF $200,000. 


Plans For Execution In Auburn 
Prison Tuesday Are Complete— 
Effects To Be Burned. 


PUBLICITY TO BE AVOIDED. 


Chicago, Oct. 27.—[Special.]—To save 
the body of Leon F. Czolgosz from what 
sh? fears will be burial In a pauper s 
grave and to erect over It a 1200,000 
mausoleum has become the life object 
of Miss Henrietta Tice, a Chicago So¬ 
cialist, who has a little money of her 
ow*n to give to the cause. She has can¬ 
vassed the leaders of both the Social »*.s 
and anarchists of the city begging them 
to aid, and so enthusiastic has she be¬ 
come that now she has the utmost faith 
that her plans will be fulfilled and the 
body and mausoleum be placed In Chi¬ 
cago. 

The woman's enthusiasm is said not 
4o be shared by the Chicago anarchists 
with whom President McKinley's assas¬ 
sin associated while he was here, and 
the Socialists scout the Idea. 

About two weeks ago she read that the 
body of Czolgosz Is to be burled in the 
potter's field, and, looking at him as a 
martyr, this aroused her sympathies and 
she began a movement to save the body 
from what she deems a disgrace. She 
made several trips to the Socialists* 
Temple, but found there that the So¬ 
cialists were Indignant at even being 
classed with Caolgosz and his typ?. She 
then went to the anarchists. She then 
prepared an advertisement for the news¬ 
papers. which read as follow’s: 

WANTED—The names of persons who 
favor a scheme to raise 1200.000 to build 
a memorial to the memory of Leon F, 
Czolgosz Addrvss Henrietta Tice, Gen¬ 
eral Delivery, Chicago, Ill. 

The appearance of this advertisement 
In to-day's papers attracted considerab e 
attention. 


HIS HOURS ARE NUMBERED. 

Czolgcsz Will Be Electrocuted Tues¬ 
day Morning. 

Auburn, N. Y.. Oct. 27.—The time that 
Leon F. Czolgosz, assas*ln of President 
McKinley, has to live is reckoned by 
hours now. but there has been no relax¬ 
ation of the stringent rule under which 
the prisoner has been secluded since his 
confinement. Auburn prison was closed 
to-day to any one who sought the assas¬ 
sin. and so It will remain until the pris¬ 
oner has paid the penalty wtiieh the 
law exacts. In fact the plan to deprive 
Czolgosz living of any notoriety has been 
extended to deprive Czolgosz dead of 
notoriety. 

Immediately after the execution the 
clothing of the murderer, with the vast 
accumulation of mall that came to the 
prison for him. will be burned, and If 
possible the request of the parents cf 
the dead man for Ills remains w*iH. be 
evaded. It Is feared that the removal 
of his body to Cleveland would lead to 
scenes of an unfortunate nature, and 
the prison officials are very anxious to 
avoid anything of the kind. The plan 
of burning the clothing and letters of 
the murderer will prevent the exhibition 
of relics by those who pander to the 
morbid.

Hour Set For Execution. 


I do not think that It Is a political 
possibility for Low to receive as large 
a vote as did Mr. McKinley a year 
ago. When one remember* the splen¬ 
did McKinley organizations and the 
vast amount of money behind them and 
with nearly. If not quite, all the great 
business interests of the city backing 
the Republican candidate It Is absurd 
to take any ether view. 

It Is admitted on all sides to-day that I 
the attack of Jerome and the fusion - 
ites upon Mr. William C. Whitney yes I 
terday was a blunder. The only .-ffect 
It can possibly have Is to stir up Mr. 
Whitney and his friends to greater ex¬ 
ertions to elect Shepard, and there niuy 
be something In the story prlnted to¬ 
day that Mr Whitney has sent word to 
the Democratic managers to draw on 
him for 1100,000. «»r so much thereof as 
may be needed to mak- the election of 
Shepard a certainly.

Whitney Has Never Met Defeat. 

When It Is remembered that Mr.

The hour of 7 o'clock on Tuesday 
morning Is the time set by Warden J. 
Warren Mead for the execution. 

The chair in which Czolgosz will st 
to receive the deadly electrical shock 
was examined to-day and tested by 
State Electrician E. F. Davis, and is 
ready for the part that it is to play In 
the final scene of the great national 
tragedy. Davis carefully examined the 
wiring, swttchlng and electrodes and 
satisfied himself that they were In gcod 
condition. He also inspected the dyna¬ 
mos in the prison shop, where the cur¬ 
rent Is generated, and at h)s direction 
the current was for a brief period sent 
pulsating Into the deathhousc as it will 
go on Tuesday.

Death Warrant Rend. 

Th* death warrant has not yet been 
read to the prisoner, but It Is believed 
that It will to-morrow. The general 
practice Is to read this paper some time 
after the commencement of the period 
for execution designated by the court. 
That period in this case commenced at 
midnight to-night. 

The firm purpose of Superintendent 
Collins and Warden Mead to avoid even 
life appearance of sensationalism In 
this case Is demonstrated by an Inci¬ 
dent in connection with one of the 
principal witnesses. Dr. Carlos F. Mc¬ 
Donald. of New York City, a former 
President of the State Lunacy Com¬ 
mission, Is to be the prlnrlpu! attend¬ 
ing physician at the execution. He wa* 
one of the alienists who examined 
Czolgosz In Buffalo «nd pronounced the 
prisoner sane. He has been very anx¬ 
ious to take away with him from the 
autopsy the assassin’s brain for pur¬ 
poses of microscopical examination, a 
few days ago Dr. McDonald had n talk 
with Superintendent Collins and asked 
Mm to allow him. after the autopsy, to 
take the brain to New York City for 
examination.

In 
testifying to the movement of hls 
squadron before Sampson arrived at 
Suntlago and assumed supreme com¬ 
mand, Schley simply contradicted the j 
testimony of a score of witnesses | 
against him. and could not recollect as 
to others.

It would 
not be unfair to assume that It was pre¬ 
pared with the aid of counsel. It was 
therefore the summing up of the de¬ 
fense and an argument rather than tes¬ 
timony. The only real testimony of Ad¬ 
miral Schley will be that under cross- 
examination. , 

‘The court cannot accept Schley 9 
testimony as absolutely reliable because 
in manv points it l« contradicted by 
not one, but a dozen witnesses*, and 
these were officers whose conduct ha* 
never been brought Into question. The 
court must now Judge as to how far 
these witnesses were credible and how 
far the Admiral, testifying in hls own 
behalf, shall be regarded as a reliable 
witness. The flat contradictions mike 
the duty of the court an unpleasant one. 
It cannot And Schley blameless without 
assuming that u majority of naval of¬ 
ficers called bore false witness, and 
should be subject to court-martial.

The news from Gen. Hughes regard¬ 
ing conditions In the Island of Cebu is 
encouraging. Lorega has surrendered 
with hls entire force and one cannon 
and seven rifles, while Gen. Hughes Is 
negotiating for the surrender of Maxl- 
lot, w’ho styles himself "Governor pollt- 
ico-mllltar." Hls surrender will mean 
the pacification of the province. 

Lack of food and the harassing ef¬ 
fects of the aggressive tactics now pur¬ 
sued by the American forces arc hav¬ 
ing their influence upon the natives. 
In many places w here rice Is doled out 
by the Government only enough Is 
given fur one meal, so that It Is hardly 
possible for any large quantity to find 
Its w r ay to the Insurgents. 

It Is believed that the recent mani¬ 
festations In the Island of Samatr were 
chiefly duo to the lack of food, the in¬ 
surgents finding It necessary* to make 
oiitlets to the coast In order to obtain 
this. 

The first labor problem growing out 
of the new tariff has arisen. A hat and 
umbrella factory employing 600 hands, 
has found it necessary to close. The 
lawyers are making a protest to the 
commission, urging protection, as the 
same goods from Germany can be sold 
at half the price It takes to manufact¬ 
ure them here. 

Lieut. J. Van Schalck reports that in 
an attack by Insurgents on the munici¬ 
pal police and scouts at Sabang one 
scout was killed and two of the police 
were captured. The insurgents secured 
two Krrtg-Jorgensen rifles, two shot¬ 
guns and two hundred rounds or am¬ 
munition. Lieut. Van Sehalck has been 
ordered to occupy the Barrier suburb 
of Sabang.

The Rebellion In Samar. 

Dispatches fmm Catbalogan. Samar, 
say that stringent and energetic meas¬ 
ures are-being taken to suppress the In¬ 
surrection In that Island. Gen. Smith 
has notified all the presidentes and 
head men of the Pueblos that. In or¬ 
der to avoid trouble, they must sur¬ 
render All arms and turn over the per¬ 
sons Implicated In the Balangiga mas¬ 
sacre before November 6. threatening 
that otherwise the presldentes will be 
sent to the island of Guam, the villages 
destroyed and the property confiscated. 
Marines under MaJ. Littleton W. T. 
Waller have been stationed at Balan- 
giga and Risey, and ten gunboats aiv 
vigilantly patrolling the Snmar coast. 
Most of th«* towns In the southern part 
of the island have been destroyed. 

Naval Cadet Ix>veman Noa. com¬ 
manding the gunboat Marlveles, who 
had gone ashore at Nlpa-Nlpa, South 
Samar, to prevent smuggling, was at¬ 
tacked by the insurgents.

A MINE COMPELLED TO CLOSE. 


Hopkinsville. Ky., Oct. 27.—[Special ] 
—A great concourse of people attended, 
this afternoon, the funeral of Robert 
<’offey, chief of the Empire guard, whe 
was murdered yesterday morning while 
pursuing a band of men who had fired 
on the company's employes on their 
way to work. The Rev. Dr. Charles 
Harris Nash conducted the services at 
the residence, and burial rites were 
performed by the Masonic lodge. The 
interment was at Hopewell cemetery. 

The five strikers who are under ar* 
rest charged with complicity In the of- 
fleer’s assassination refuse to talk of 
the affair. They have been placed in 
separate cells. One of ihe men, Kllid 
Deckard. was permitted by Juller W. 
T. 'Williamson to use the telephone at 
the prison this morning. He tried tu 
call up James Wood, district president 
of the Mine Workers’ Union, but could 
not ascertain hls w’hereabouts. He 
succeeded In communicating with an¬ 
other union official In Madison\Die. 
und was advised by him, Jailer Will¬ 
iamson says, not to talk to any one and 
to give that advice to the other pris¬ 
oners. The strikers have not made ar¬ 
rangements for attorneys’ services, but 
It was stated to-mght at the Jail that 
President M oods and his lawyers were 
expected to arrive here to-morrow 
morning to participate In the examin¬ 
ing trial.

Prisoners Frightened. 


The prisoners last night exhiblb 
great nervousness and signs of frlgh 
for the air was full of rumors of a ino 
Manager W. T. Rutland, of the En 
plre mines, says that feeling was 1 
high against the men and the belief 1 
their guilt was so general In the vlcli 
lty of the crime, that it was feared th< 
would be lynched before they could l 
removed to Hopkinsville for safe kee] 
Ing. The miners are demoralised h 
the tragedy, and for the first tlir 
since the beginning of the unsettle 
conditions, brought about by the unk 
agitators, the mines were closed Satui 
day. Manager Rutland says hls eir 
plo.ves are In such a state of exclt< 
ment that It may be a week or moi 
before work can be resumed.

Will Resist Organization. 


The operators are more strongly op¬ 
posed to the union now than ever, and 
will abandon the mines before they will 
allow them to be organized. 

The tramps arrested, Frank and Jim 
Barton, have given a clear account nf 
their wanderings for several weeks, and 
most of their story has been verified. 
They will likely be released to-morrow 
unless they are held as witnesses. Au 
important clew is a hat which the 
guards found near the scene of tho 
murder. The prosecution experts to 
prove It to he the property of one of 
the prisoners.

New York. Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Philip King, discussing the financial sit¬ 
uation In to-morrow's Sun, will say: 

There were last week no signal de¬ 
velopments In the business and finan¬ 
cial world. Conditions continued exact¬ 
ly the same os for several weeks, name¬ 
ly, the undoubted presence of great gen¬ 
eral prosperity, whose brightness, how¬ 
ever, Is not as Intense as formerly. The 
railroad earnings and bank clearings 
were larger than last year, but smaller 
than in the preceding week9 and 
months, while failures seem to be slight¬ 
ly Increasing. In specific lines, such as 
Iron and coal, there Is extraordinary 
activity. Money Is easy, the banks and 
trust companies willingly putting out 
large sums on four months' time at 4Vi 
per cent. Some heavy loans have been 
made on Industrial collateral solely at 
5 per cent for the period named; the 
firms borrowing the money being of 
course in excellent credit and agreeing 
to keep a large margin unimpaired. 

Encouraged probably by this cheap¬ 
ness of money, the stock market has 
bee i wha: must be called strong, but 
th? strength has been feverish, uncer¬ 
tain and spotted, and of the character 
that suggests manipulation, even If It 
does not prove It. One group of stocks 
after another has been advanced slight¬ 
ly In a war Indicating a desire on some- 
toody'a part to sttmulate the market. 
But the general putllc is keeping away 
from Wall street as much as it has ever 
since the May panic. Commission hous< s 
report buying orders from outsiri" In¬ 
vestor*} or speculators as few and far 
between. 

Apparently some lesson? have been 
learned. It Is highly probable, more¬ 
over. that If what the experts In high 
finance call the "anomalous" position 
of foreign exchange does not suffer 
amendment, we shall not hear a great 
deal more of time money being pressed 
to a loan at a low rate. The calling in 
of funds upon the Paris market has 
proceeded to a point where gold is on the 
verge of leaving this country. The Paris 
demands may be caused by the ap¬ 
proaching settlement on the Bourse, by 
a forthcoming Issue of rentes, by a gr« at 
Russian loan, or by all of these Influ¬ 
ences; but If It continues, the Bank of 
England’s rate of discount will surely 
rise, and unless money rates also rise 
here, we shall ship gold abroad in quan¬ 
tities.

We Are Debtors In Europe. 

It is now demonstrated that, what¬ 
ever may be the paper figures of our 
foreign trade balance, the cash stand¬ 
ing to our credit in Europe Is exhausted.

Hlgns have not been wanting that quite 
aside from any pressure of their own 
necessities foreign leaders have not 
looked with enthusiasm upon the use 
that has recently been made of their 
capital In this country, and have shown 
a disposition to recall their credits upon 
general principles. But appreciation of 
the strength of these local demands 
abroad, in and of themselves, may be 
gathered from the contemplation of En¬ 
gland's national debt, which has In¬ 
creased within two and one-half years 
more than It has been reduced within 
thirty; from the debt of France, which 
has so swollen that It Is now the largest 
recorded debt In history, and from the 
distress of Germany, which has forced 
the Imperial Bank of the nation to have 
constant resource to Its privilege of Is¬ 
suing |Miper money above its legal re¬ 
serve of gold. The Imperial Bank can 
Issue an unlimited quantity of notes 
above the legal maximum by paying 
a tax of 6 per cent, thereon to the Im¬ 
perial Treasury. Obviously, there Is no 
profit in the Issue unless money in Ger¬ 
many command? mors than 6 p r cent. 
Interest; and when money falls below 
this price the notes Issued I y th Reich*, 
bank at a time when a higher rate ruled 
return for cancellation. A process of 
Inflation, nevertheless. Is resorted to and 
would, if unchecked. Injure the Relchs- 
bank's credit. 

As yet there are no signs that the 
trouble in Germany is over. Each day 
brings Its story of a broken bank or 
mercantile house, due, sometimes, to 
personal fraud, but oftener to hazard¬ 
ous speculation by the bank or other 
Institution in its corporate capacity. 
Yet. only a few' years ago. how regal 
was Germany’s prosperity! How the 
earnings of her railways Increased 
month after month, how magnificent 
were the profits of her Iron mills and 
of all her manufacturing Industries, 
and how the shrewdest bankers and 
most acute business men in the country 
believed that It would all Indefinitely

Tlie HiU-Morgnn Deal. 

It Is generally believed with the re¬ 
turn of Mr. Morgan some derision will 
be soon arrived at In the Great North¬ 
ern-Union Pacific struggle for the con- 
tied of the Burlington system; but Wall 
street is not quite so sure as It was 
that only the "details" of the settle¬ 
ment remain to be agreed uixm. The 
serious nature o? the trouble Is perhaps 
better understood popularly; and the 
for-reochtng If fluence of any decision 
tn the matter Is the most substantial 
reason for concluding that peace, ui:d 
not war, will flow from It. 

It ought lo be realised now bv *\.*ry 
one that ncltncr of the parties to ’.hi? 
givat controversy engaged in It as a 
stock speculation, but that both took 


up arms for the permanent protection 
and adjustment of their own separaie 
railway Interests. The Great Northern 
people say that the possession of the 
Burlington system, which the Northern 
Pacific controls. Is essential to the 
proper development to their property. 
The Union Pacific managers declare 
that the Burlington In Great Northern 
bands mignt work Union Pacific anni¬ 
hilation; and they assert that * .ie de¬ 
mand made by Mr. Hill for the reMrt- 
ment of Northern Pacific preferred 
stock at this time ts one wholly con¬ 
trary to the spirit of the agreement 
made by both parties last May. / 

Here is n vital difference whicn will 
task the higher* and greatest genius 
to bridge. There are those. Indeed, 
who think that it c&nnot be bridged 
nt all; and that even if a temporary 
structure Is raised with the consent of 
everybody concerned, it will feebly 
War the strain of future bard times 
und business Jealousy, or withstand the 
congressional, legislative and Judicial 
attacks that will. In all probability, be 
leveled against It.

About the Security Market. 


Reasons for some of the movements 
In the security list during the week 
ure, of course, easily discernible. An 
extra dividend upon the Pennsylvania 
railroad shares seems more than prob¬ 
able. People’s Gas was naturally weak 
after the decision of the Illinois Su¬ 
preme Court in the tax case and tlie 
revelation made to the Listing Commit¬ 
tee of the Exchange that the company 
Is barely earning Its present dividends. 
The coal stocks have been legitimately 
strong because of the great prosperity 
of the coal trade. Yet despite the un¬ 
questioned p ofits of the Iron and steel 
business, the steel stocks have been 
strangely dull. And what the opera¬ 
tion can be to account for any such 
prices as have been reached for the 
Vanderbilt stocks, from top to bottom. 
Is a great curiusity. If some of Un? 
\ anderbllts lagged, a clew to tne puz- 
Me might be obtained, but as all of 
them. wlLhout exception, have made 
phenomenal advances, including even 
8t. Lawrence and Adirondack, which 
has only paid one dividend of 2^ per 
cent, and whose price has risen from 
L>< to >122 a share since last January, 
the mystery becomes a deep one. 

Chicago and Northwestern railway 
might pay the full 7 per cent, on its 
common stock and 10 per cent, on Its 
preferred stock, to which these shares 
are ultimately entitled. But this would 
be a departure from the traditional 
conservatism of the Northwestern 
management and would net the pur¬ 
chaser. even at present figures, a small 
return.

Vanderbilts Will Need Money. 

It has singularly enough escaped gen¬ 
era! attention In Wall street that there 
will fall due within the next two years 
over *40.000.00 Lake Shore. New York 
Central and Michigan Central bonds, 
whose refunding will be worth not far 
from lu, per cent, per annum to the pres¬ 
ent New York Centra! shares. This re¬ 
funding. so far as the Central bonds 
are concerned, has been already pro¬ 
vided for In the issue of 3Vt* per cent, 
bonds authorised for the purpose some 
years ago. The bonds arc In detail as 
follows; Of New York Central $18,327,- 
000 7s and *S,775,761 tis duo January 1, 
1903; of Michigan Central, *3.000.000 7s 
and $2,000,000 l>». due May 1. 1902 . and 
of Lake Shore. $6,481,000 7s. due Decem¬ 
ber 1, 1903. On the other hand, the 
New York Central system Is In nted of 
a sum not less than *30.000,000 for pres¬ 
sing improvements. This money must 
be provided for In some way at a date 
not far removed, and It is very doubt¬ 
ful, therefore, If the fixc*d charges of 
the system, despite the benefits «»f the 
refunding operation, can be at all de¬ 
creased.

Advance of St. Paul. 

The recent course of St. Paul Is an 
enigma idmllAr to that of the Vander¬ 
bilts. though not quite so great, tor 
the supply of the stock in the market 
is ?o small that manipulation can do 
great things with it. It has been sug¬ 
gested by competent observers that 
Union Pnclfic Interest w’ere buying con¬ 
trol of the property in the desire to 
compensate themselves for the possible 
loss of the Burlington tn the settle¬ 
ment of the Northern Pacific matter. 
It Is very possible that the Union Pa¬ 
cific people might desire to enlarge their 
holdings of St. Paul, though the latter 
road is now controlled by interests 
which, If not exactly Identical with 
those of the Union Pacific management, 
are tightly allied to them. But even 
the complete acquirement of the St. 
Paul by the Union Pacific would not 
obviate or repair the injury to that lat¬ 
ter road w’hlch would be caused, as 
the managers of the pro|»erty have al¬ 
ways maintained, by Mr. Mill’s control 
of Burlington. Burlington Is In the full¬ 
est sense a rival of the Union Pacific, 
while St. Paul Is but limitedly so. It 
is possible that St. Paul Is being com¬ 
petitively bought by two great Inter¬ 
ests. as Northern Pacific wus. and for 
much the same reason. 

If this Is the case it Is time for the 
frail bark of the ordinary Wall-street 
speculator to seek the shore. 

• • • 

The Outlook In Copper. 

Sooner or later, too. and perhaps 
sooner rather than later, the stock mar¬ 
ket must devote further consideration 
to the copper question. Despite all 
publications or opinions to the con¬ 
trary. the copper situation is steadily 
growln worse. Most of the favorable 
views that have been expressi?d con¬ 
cerning It have been promulgated by 
thn?e copper producers who are outside 
the great amalgamated interests, and. 
of course, as long as the present status 
Is maintained these outside producers 
are enjoying one of the richest hnr- 
ve»ts that lias ever befallen them. Here 
Is the truth briefly; There is not -the 
slightest doubt that the world? pro¬ 
duction of copper Is now very largely 
In excess nfr the world's consumption 
of It, und that this condition. Instead 
of being nmelorated. Is becoming in¬ 
tensified. In Europe, where the con¬ 
sumption has fallen off mtei. copper 
ha* declined considerably in prices. In 
this country the price of the metal has 
been malntlined, though the effort to 
do so has so destroyed the price parity 
between tne two lands that copper is 
being imported here in great volume. 
The price of copper has been held In 
the united States not because our peo¬ 
ple have been able to consume the sur¬ 
plus. for it is admitted that a very 
large surplus has accumulated here 
and Is constantly being added to, but 
because the Amalgamated Copper Com¬ 
pany has restricted its product and Is 
celling only one-half of what It does 
produce it Is carrying the surplus 
product on Its shoulder? alone, while 
the outside copper producers are sell- 
big their entire output at the good 
prices which the Amalgamated Compa¬ 
ny keeps alive. Now. It must be evi¬ 
dent to th* most inexpert that such an 
utter abnormal and one-sided state of 
affairs cannot last. 

The copper-producing Interests of the 
entire world, assuming that they could 
be gathered Into complete harmony, 
could not maintain the price of cop¬ 
per at any such figures now prevail 
for it In this country, while consump¬ 
tion went on decreasing, as It lr, now 
doing. Much less it Is likely that the 
Amalgamated Copper Company will 
continue to "hold the bag" singly for 
the benefit of the other copper min¬ 
ing comp.inles of this country and Eu¬ 
rope. No candid study of th*» copper 
situation can result In any other con¬ 
clusion than that a drastic cut In the 
price of the metal is inevitable

JERRY M'AULEY’S GREAT WORK 


CONVICT AND THIEF BECOxMES A 
SUCCESSFUL REFORMER. 


TESTIMONY OF A CONVERT. 


S. H. Hadley, Present Head of the 
McAulcy Mission. Tells of 
Its Methods. 


WAS A PROFESSIONAL GAMBLER 


In three of Louisville's largest 
churches yesterday. S H. Hadley, the 
head of the Jerry McAulcy Rescue Mis¬ 
sion bt New York, told the story of 
the life and work of Jerry McAuley. 
a convict, thief, "plug-ugly" and bum. 
who has done and Is doing more good 
for hi© brother men than ajmost any 
other man In his generation, for the 
rescue mission that he founded thirty 
years ago is every year saving thou¬ 
sands of the lowest criminals that flock 
to New* York from all partsyOf this 
counfry. 

Jerry McAuley was an Irishman^ bora 
in the Fourth ward of New York city. 
When fifteen years of age he received 
& *»entence of nineteen years and six 
months In Sing Sing prison. After six 
years In the penitentiary "Orful Gard¬ 
ner," a converted prize-fighter, began 
a series of revival services In the pris¬ 
on, und Jerry McAuley wns among 
those whose life he changed. The old 
prize-fighter went on hi? way. but Jer¬ 
ry McAuley took up the work where 
he had laid It down, and a revival 
swept through the prison such as It 
had never known before, hundreds of 
men declaring their purpose to lead a 
clean life front that time. 

• ♦ • 

Again a Thief. 

Jerry McAuley served out his time. 
Freedom brought new temptation and 
Jerry McAuley again became a thief. 

Down on Water street In 1868 John 
Allen had a dance hall which he boast¬ 
ed was the wickedest place in all New 
York. One Sunday afternoon three girls 
passed the place on their way to do 
missionary work. Allen offered them hls 
hall. They consented to use It If the 
bar was closed, and when he consent¬ 
ed they conducted their services. Al¬ 
len. seeing the chance of an advertise¬ 
ment. told the story to the New York 
Herald, and throughout the week that 
paper gave columns of Its space to the 
transformation of John Allen’s dunce 
hall. r 

The next Sunday the bur was closed. 
Not only was the hill crowded, but 
the street from corner to corner was 
blocked with people. 

Religious people saw the opportunity, 
and missionaries began the work of 
reform. One day one of them visited 
the house where Jerry McAuley lay In 
a drunken stupor. At the head of the 
stairs he met an old Irish woman and 
asked her: "Do you know’ Jesus?" 

"Faith, and who la He?" was the an¬ 
swer. 

But Jerry McAulcy had overheard 
the question. He started up. but the 
missionary catching a glimpse of him 
and feiring for hls safety dashed down 
stairs, with Jerry after him. 

At the street McAuley overtook the 
man. 

"I knew that name once." wns all 
he said. He went to the mission, made 
a new start and again fell. 

Five times he repented and five times 
he again became a thief. 

• • • 

His Last Pledge. 


The last time that he came to the 
mission houtro he swore never again to 
touch tobacco nor whisky. That pledge 
he k**pt. He founded hls mission at 
516 Water street, down In the very 
heart of the slums. 

Mobs attacked the house. Men tried 
to kill Jerry. He kept wt hls work. 
Then the po.fce. who found that he wan 
breaking In on their profits from gin 
shops and disorderly houses, arrested 
him time anil again. When hls time 
was up he returned to hi? work. 
Thieves, murderers, convicts, the low¬ 
est men that could be found, were the 
men that Jerry made his fight to re¬ 
claim. 

Before many years had passed Jerry 
had built a three-story brick house 
where the hall first stood. Then he 
founded the Cremorno Mission on Thir¬ 
ty-sixth street. But hi? work went on. 

For fifteen yeir? this mun Hadley, 
who appeared In the churches yester¬ 
day. was u professional gambler. His 
own report for the year past best tells 
what that mission 1? and how men 
wh<» would disgrace the brute creation 
have been led back Into strong, cle.ui. 
honest manhood. 

• • • 

Methods of the Mission. 


"Very few of thope Interested In mis¬ 
sionary uork In this city are aware of 
the extent of that carried on by the 
Water-street mission," said he. "It? 
doors are open from early morn until 
late at night, and It Is a veritable refuge 
for discharged convicts, drunkards, out¬ 
casts and other men and women In 
every stage of moral and physical 
wreck. Many, by the very helplessness 
of their condition, are Induced to hear; 
and hope, long since dead, revive©; and 
though they ha\> come in for a night's 
lodging, they call on rhrlst and are 
saved. Then It If* our part to stand by 
them, and see and help them grow in 
grace, and get so they cm earn an hon¬ 
est living. This is the moat difficult 
problem we have to solve. We have no 
labor bureau, or. In fact, any organized 
plan. The best plan we have ever tried. 
an<l the one we use incat and have 
cause to depend on, is to pray for work 
and then go and hunt for It. Of course, 
men •• • have betrayed every trust 

would be glad to have some one got 
them work, but we find it a bad plan. 
Wo have found by long experience that 
if rt man Is Soundly converted to God I 
he will get week as soon as the L/»id 
thinks him fitted to get it. and by the 
time he ha© walked over this town and 
wont out a pair of and has been ! 

turned down for a month or two, a ml 
has finally been driven in despair to I 
God for aid, he begins to realu>. what It j 
cost© to get work, and what he has lost 
or thrown away. Meanwhile we stand 
by them and encourage them: they at¬ 
tend the meeting each evening and t»*ll 
of ththr trials ami victories*. The great- 


ej?t strength of our meeting© is the tes¬ 
timonies of the converts. It has long 
been the known drawing power to caute 
men to take courage and turn away 
from their drunken lives and trust 
Jesus. This dear name—Jesus—Is the 
Alpha and Omega of our Gospel. 'He 
that bath the Son hath life.' So the 
Son. whose loving presence is ever Mt 
and seen In our meeting©, is our Idol; 
and a© he is continually spoken of and 
held up to the sinner's gaze, the Holy 
Spirit reveals* Mlrn to us, and the sim¬ 
plest can understand and accept the 
Blend of pinner©. Our meeting? are 
held every night and Sunday at 3 p. in. 
They are Invariably led by one of the 
converts. The superintendent takes hi? 
turn with the converts, and many suc¬ 
cessful leader? have been bnnight out 
here. We are glad to hive outsiders 
and friends come and & e up, but they 
are of little account so far as help gore 
This work has proved that God can 
raise up men from the Devil’* own 
ranks to carry on a glorious gospel 
work. 

"The year past has been the most ex¬ 
pensive we ever pac-ed through. More 
people have attended our services than 
ever In the history of thl* work. Forty- 
one thousand one hundred and ninety- 
two people have come to u© in one 
year, and they were chiefly the very 
men we are here to Rtve. Of thl* num¬ 
ber 3.042 have come out from the con¬ 
gregation and have knelt at ouv sacred 
altar, have been prayed for and have 
prayed for themselves Many have from 
that hour glwn evidenc* of having re¬ 
ceived divine life. Thousands came for 
a night*? lodging, a meal or clothing, 
but got far more than they came for 
Our financial condition wa© ©uch that 
an appeal to the people wa? decided on 
by the trustees, and the way It wa? re- 
©ponded to ©how?, perhaps, more than 
anything else could, what a hold thl? 
dear old Rcacu* MIMon ha? on the 
hearts of the people of this city. Out of 
100 who responds within a week over 
ninety were new friends who hid not 
helped us before."

Here are the life ?torIe? of two men 
The reading of them 1© not without In¬ 
terest. and the lesson taught 1© worth 
the learning. They are told by Mr. 
Hadley: 

"Death ha? removed one of our con¬ 
verts. who was somewhat of an his¬ 
torical chancier. The picture we pre¬ 
sent Is Col. M. J. Atkinson. H** died 
and was burled Inm here last March, 
seventy-three ye^rs c*d. Probably no 
one ever entered this place In such a 
state of utter ruin tnd death. He had 
on n bundle of rag?, called an ay ©reoat, 
fastened with a rati. HI? trot’ tr< w^re 
holes with rags around them; hls shore, 
piece? of old carpet tied up w’lth s:rin«s; 
hls eyes almost running out of hi* head; 
hi? hair a foot long and hls whteksra 
ditto. Ho had oeen a confirmed drunk¬ 
ard for twenty-fiv© >ears. and for sev¬ 
eral years had been a common beggar 
on tht streets for money to buy whisky. 
Such had not alwiy? been the cesc, how¬ 
ever. 'or ne had b«vn ralsvd tn a Chris¬ 
tian home, and had been well educated. 
He learned to drink In college. When 
through he studied law In the office of 
Edwin M. Stanton. Lincoln’s great War 
Secretary. He began to practice, got a 
wife, had children come to bless hi? life; 
went to the army: wa? Colonel In an 
Illinois regiment of cavalry; was mus¬ 
tered out at the close of the war a con¬ 
firmed drunkard. After repeated fail¬ 
ure? to get along, he became discour¬ 
aged. came to New York, took an as¬ 
sumed name, and became a homeless 
drunkard on the streets. He came Into 
Water-street mission on the night of the 
13th of June. 1887. and was saved. He 
has led a consistent Christian life, and 
hls testimony for years of how he 
loathed the stuff which had bound him 
so many yearn wa* one of the fe»tutes 
of our meeting? for years. 

"My beloved brother. Col. H»*nry H. 
Hadley, one of Water street's illustrious 
sons. Is ©urely a miracle Of grace. He 
won hi* title In the Civil War. in which 
he enlisted n? • private In Company H. 
Ninetieth Ohio Volunteers. Became a 
drunkard In the Fervlce; was converted 
on hls knees at the Old Jerry McAuley 
Water-street mission. July 28. 9:40 p. m., 
1886. Ten months later he was called 
to superintend Avenue A mission. In St. 
George’s parish. Afterward started, and 
was for eight years Superintendent of 
St. Bartholomew’s mission. Rev. Dr. D. 
H. Greer, rector. Resigned to accept 
the position of General of the United 
States Church Army, which he resigned 
after four years, to devctc hls life to 
Interdenominational total abstinence 
and rescue work, under the auspices of 
the Christian Abstainers’ Union, John 
S. Hvler, President, of which Col. Had¬ 
ley has been Vice President and Direc¬ 
tor for eight years. 

"Since hls conversion, the Colmel has 
started fifty-nine rescue miestens, and 
upon hls fifty-ninth birthday. Februaty 
11. 1900. he started hls sixtieth—Col. 
Hadley’? Traveling tllustra ed Mts-lon— 
to which he ts devoting the sixtieth 
year of hi? life. Since February 11 he 
has held 249 meetings; ninety-*!* of 
which have been in a large tent that was 
threefilmes blown down by cyclone?. The 
meetings have been held In New Jer¬ 
sey and In the mining regions of the 
mountain? of Pennsylvania; also In Ohio 
and Indiana He will return to New 
York by Christmas. During the sum¬ 
mer he ha? preached a? ‘supply’ in sev¬ 
enteen pulpits on Sunday? when the pas- 
tors were absent Hundreds have sign d 
the temperance pledge, and 18,961 have 
put on the blue button, signifying total 
abstinence from a Christian standpoint. 
In the outfit of the C. A. U. are two 
double and two slng’.e stereoptIcons, one 
cemematngraph with a mile of films for 
moving picture? and 1,000 slides, show¬ 
ing the Old Jerry McAuley mission, the 
St. Bartholomew and other missions, 
and many workers and some wonderful 
pictures of what they were before Jesus 
found them. The blue button, temper¬ 
ance and tescue meeting? draw tremend. 
ously. and ar-* always self-sustaining. 
Many bright conversations have oc¬ 
curred during the summer, and several 
local unions und blue button brigades 
have been founded."

LEASE OF THREE FLOORS MADE

SPACE FOR 150 000 VOLUMES. 


All arrangements have been complet¬ 
ed for putting up the new slx-atory 
Polytechnic L brary building. 

After a hitch of ?ime week the Ex¬ 
ecutive Council of the Polytechnic So¬ 
ciety has Just signed a contract for the 
demolition of the old and the construc¬ 
tion of the new building on the same 
site Contractors Greiner A Son get the 
work. By this contract the new build¬ 
ing is to be ready for occupancy not 
later than September 1, 1902. Architect 
Mason Maury drew the plana, which 
were approved some time ago. There 
has been a delay of several months In 
getting the work started because cf a 
difference In terms between the Exec¬ 
utive Council and the contractors. After 
considerable negotiation the latter final¬ 
ly drew' their estimates In accordance 
w’ith the Idea? of the members of the 
council, and the contract was dcaed. 
When completed the property, including 
the value of the land, will be worth 
*350,000. The exact price of the build¬ 
ing will not be made know’n for the 
present. Negotiations which have been 
on for some time between the dry goods 
firm of Kaufman, Straus A Co. have 
also just been concluded, with the re¬ 
sult that the firm has signed a lease 
for ten years, getting the first three sto- 
r>? and the basement of the new li¬ 
brary building at a rental of $22,000 an¬ 
nually. 

One of the first steps toward a new 
library building was taken last June, 
when Kaufman. Straus A Co. made a 
proposition to the Polytechnic Society 
to lease a large portion of a new li¬ 
brary building. The rental agreed to 
will give the society an annual Income 
of between *10.000 and $16,000 a year, 
which will help materially on running 
expenses. 

The Polytechnic building as It now 
stand? cam? Into possession of the Poly¬ 
technic society about thirty years ago. 
Pror tn that time the building had 
been occupied as a mirket-houec, and 
underwent considerable alteration to 
bring It to Its present condition.

BODY MAY BE CREMATED. 

Czolgcsz's Father Sends Final Mes¬ 
sage To His Son. 

Cleveland. O.. Oct. 27.—The Associat¬ 
ed Press Is made the medium of the last 
message from the father of Leon Cxol- 
gosx. the condemned assassin who w'M 
pay the penalty for hls terrible crime In 
Auburn prison next Tuesday morning. 
In an Interview this afternoon the elder 
Czolgosx was asked what he had to say 
finally to hls unfortunate son. 

The old man’s eyes filled with tears 
a* he replied deliberately: 

"Tell Leon that l hope that he may 
real In peace; that he will become recon¬ 
ciled to God and will meet hls end 
bravely. Tell him that as much a* I 
and all of our family regret hls most un¬ 
happy plight, that we can do nothing 
to Interfere; that he alone Is respcnslble 
for hls unfortunate position and he must 
meet hi? punishment a? a consequence." 

Further conversation elicited the in¬ 
formation that the purpose of the visit 
of Waldeck Czolgosx to Auburn (s to 
arrange for the disposition of the body 
after the law's mandate has been car¬ 
ried out. 

• • • 

Body May Be Cremated. 

Up to this afternoon no communica¬ 
tion had been received by the elder Czctf- 
goaz from Walde«’k. and this is taken 
to mean that the father's presence Is 
n<W desired at the death scene. The 
entire arrangement of the afterpart of 
the law's course are In Waldeck's hands, 
and what steps he will take is a matter 
of uncertainty. The expense of convey¬ 
ing the body from Auburn to Cleveland 
Is one of the considerations that causes 
hesitancy In the announcement of defi¬ 
nite final arrangements. Paul Czolgosx, 
the father, said there was some fear i 
of mutilation or other undesirable oc- i 
currence at some t:me or other if the ! 
bodv should he brought to Cleveland 
Immediately after the electrocution. This 
fear ha? led to the consideration of 
cremating the body at Buffalo or swre 
other city where a crematory is avail¬ 
able.

Fear Body May Be Stolen. 

Some anonymous comuntcatlons to the 
Cxotgoss family have mentioned the fact 
that the body might he valuable as a 
scientific object to medical people and 
would bring a go«*1 sum of money, but 
further than mere hints no definite offer 
has been made. It was stated that such 
an offer will beS distasteful to the fam¬ 
ily of the assassin and would not be con- 
sidcred.

LEVI P. MORTON’S MILLIONS 

SAVE A DUKEDOM. 


Valencay Title Wrung From Castai- 
lane Family For His Son- 
in-law. 


Chicago. Oct. 27.—A Tarls cable to 
the Chronicle says: 

Levi p. Morton’s millions In the 
hands of hls son-in-law. Count Boson 
De Talleyrand-Perlgord, have already 
begun to tell. The famous historical 
castle and demesne of Valencay have 
been wrung from the Castellane family 
by the sheer force of American money. 
When the depleted condition of the 
Duchess De Sagan's finances compelled 
the sale of that estate a few months 
ago Count Boson’s mother was enraged 
to find that her sister-in-law, the wife 
of Count Jean De Castellane, had 
bought It. thereby placing It In the po?-* 
session of the Castellane clan and for¬ 
ever depriving her descendants of that 
cherished great ancestral estate. Sh© 
was still more fully aroused by th© 
news that Count Jean De Castellane In¬ 
tended to apply to the Keeper of th© 
Seals for a decree granting to him the 
title of n Duke of Valencay upon the 
grounds that he not only owned the 
Valencay domain, but that hi? wife was 
really the last Vulencay, her brother, 
the Duke De Sagan, being a confirmed 
paralytic. 

Last Thursday Count Boson Archam- 
baud De Talleyrand-Perlgord availed 
himself of a clause In the law permit¬ 
ting a member of the family reopening 
within one year the bids upon landed 
property sold at forced sale, provided 
that the first new bid should exceed the 
price at the sale by one-sixth. There¬ 
fore the estate of Valencay. compris¬ 
ing the rhateau, stables, outbuilding 
park, kitchen, gardens, orchards, the 
forest of Oatlnes, meadows, tillable 
lands, woods, rivers, brooks and hills, 
were awarded to Count Boson for 
2,718.324 francs ($543,665). 

An eager crowd followed the proceed¬ 
ing?. Counts BonI and Jean De Castel¬ 
lane were present, but made no bid, 
though the price at which the properly 
was bid In was only one-fifth of its 
real value, knowing well that Levi P. 
Morton, who stood there with hls son- 
in-law, was prepared to see the gam© 
through, and being unwilling to exposu 
themselves to public defeat. Everybody 
feel? that undying bitterness will here¬ 
after divide the families. 

Mr*. Morton and Miss Alice sailed for 
New’ York to-day on the steamship St. 
Louis, hut they will return here In tlm© 
to attend the series of magnificent 
fetes which will mark the reopening of 
Valencay next spring, after a thorough 
renovation and restoration.

A line to the west of 
Sunnybrook northeast through the 
State goes through the oil belt of Ohio 
an<l Into the banner Helds of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. Still another line to the west of 
that also hits the central Ohio Held and 
goes Into Pennsylvania. The distance 
between any of these Imaginary lines 
is not more than ten or twelve miles. 
The distance from the Hrst line on the 
east to the last line on the west is 
about sixty miles. It Is noteworthy 
that beyond the limits of these lines, 
east or west, are the graveyards of 
hope.

No Nltro-g-lycerlne Used. 


Not a well in all this district has 
been shot by nltn>-glycerine. This 
statement Is extraordinary In view of 
the Sunnybrook yield. For unaided 
wells those wells there are record- 
breakers. It is doubtful If any district 
in the country can match them under 
similar conditions. 

Scattering small pay wells here are 
not a fair test of the quantity of oil 
beneath. All of those little wells were 
frightfully handled. They were drilled 
under adverse conditions, when the dis¬ 
trict was remote and without any fa¬ 
cilities. Nearly all the small wells thut 
have had short lives were Hooded out, 
rather than pumped out.

Vast Oil Field In Kentucky.

drilled a well alongside of Clark’s, but 
it was flooded by water. The same year 
Che Otter Creek Oil Company drilled a 
second well a little removed, close to 
Gap creek. Oil was found here at 200 
feet, another streak at 484 feet and again 
at 735 feet, whence sixty feet of 
sand was drilled through. This was un¬ 
doubtedly the Sunnybrook sand. This 
well was put down 800 feet. All arrange¬ 
ments were made to pump It when it 
was found that new sucker rods were 
needed. This was the Hrst delay. After 
a series of delays and trade discourage¬ 
ments. the derrick blew down. No effert 
was afterward made to operate the well. 

The Kentucky Consolidated Corpora¬ 
tion has become the successor of tlie 
Otter Creek Oil Company, and is now 
about to open the neglected well and 
drill others in the Immediate vicinity. 

K. M. Shearer, of Cincinnati, sunk a 
wildcat In the Duvall valley. Clinton 
county. It caved In a week ago at a 
depth of 1,014 feet. Three wells at 111 
Will creek, below Albany. Clinton coun¬ 
ty. drilled for the Henry Oil Company, 
are dry.

Isolated Wells. 


THE RESULTS OF OPERATIONS. 


Monticello, Ky., Oct. 27.—[Special.]— 
Kentucky’s oil Helds have attraoted the 
attention of oil men everywhere, and oil 
men everywhere are In doubt about 
them. Not oil men alone have been 
atlrred by reports from this section In 
print and private letters. Even the peo¬ 
ple living in retirement in the far East 
have become Interested through circu¬ 
lars giving rich promises based on al¬ 
luring prospects. Oil companies are In¬ 
numerable. It would take a lot of time 
to count them alL OU companies that 
»re doing development work are not so 
plentiful. 

Work Is progressing and oil is being 
ptruck here and there. What the limits 
of the Held are and where the field 
actually Is remain to be determined. 

Those operating at Sunnybrook believe 
the heart of the field Is there, but O. H. 
Waddle, President of the Somerset Oil 
Company, that owns the best wells at 
Sunnybrook. and the company that sunk 
the first wells there, and that had the 
first paying wells In Kentucky, has a 
strong faith In the northwestern part 
of Wayne county, whereas Sunnybrook 
Is In the extreme south. Mr. Waddle’s 
faith Is attested by his Incorporation 
of a 3100.000 company to operate this 
upper territory. All the stock was sub¬ 
scribed for by himself and the com¬ 
pany's officers. 

• • • 

The Territory. 

Most people outside of here speak of 
this oil region as the Sunnybrook oil 
region because that Is the only place in 
a group of oil counties that has been 
really active In drilling wells. It Is also 
the first place In the State that showed 
a group of paying wells. It Is probably 
the only place In Kentucky that has 
developed what might be called first- 
class wells, but of this It would not be 
Judicious to boast too much. The wells 
are good, but they are too young yet 
to give certainty of their chances of long 
and healthy life. If Sunnybrook has 
struck the main belt her wells will last. 
• • • 

Sunnybrook’s Prospects. 


Only this much can be said positive¬ 
ly: There Is a vast oil field In Ken¬ 
tucky. Operations show that some sec¬ 
tion, or sections, of It lie In Wayne, 
Knox, Pulaski and Clinton counties. 
Why not in other counties; why not In 
any county, south or north of these, If 
the theory of the northeast and south¬ 
west line holds good. Is too large a 
proposition to grasp. It Is In these 
four counties where work has been be¬ 
gun. Goodness knows where It will 
end! 

Whether prospecting In these coun¬ 
ties Is likely to pay Is the only ques¬ 
tion that concerns oil operators and oil 
investors at this time. 

The record of work done, with re¬ 
sults, speaks for Itself. In presenting 
It, Pulaski and Knox counties are left 
out. Nothing substantial has been 
done yet In Pulaski and Knox Is Just 
beginning to show. Here Is the record: 
It may be graphically Illustrated by 
putting a finger on Monticello on any 
map of Kentucky’s counties and fol¬ 
lowing this statement of facts: 

• • • 

The Record of Work Done. 


Sunnybrook, seventeen miles south 
by a mountain highway—first drilled 
by the Somerset Oil Company. Its No. 
1 Is doing fifteen barrels a day. after 
three months. It started at 150 bar¬ 
rels. Its No. 2 Is doing about 250 bar¬ 
rels. It started at about 300. Its No. 
3 Is small. It started well, but No. 2 
seems to be draining It. It now does 
about ten barrels. No. 4 started off 
at about 100 barrels, two weeks ago. 
and Is now doing sixty barrels. Nos. 
1. 8 and 4 have been gradually dimin¬ 
ishing. while No. 2 has held right up 
and lately has been increasing. No. 5 
rig is now going up and drilling on It 
will soon begin. 

Strubbe’s No. 1 In the same cluster at 
Sunnybrook, which yielded 450 barrels 
at the start, Is now doing 300 barrels. 
No. 2 started at 360 barrels, and Is now 
doing 200 barrels. No. 3 Is being drilled. 

At Dana Flanagan’s No. 1, owned by 
the Sun Oil Company, three-quarters 
of a mile west of the Somerset’s line, 
the well caved In before the sand was 
reached, and all the tools were lost. 

Flanagan’s No. 2. one mile east of the 
Somerset and Strubbe line, is dry. but 
shows traces oft oil. This is to be treat¬ 
ed by a shot of nltro-glycerlne and may 
come up. Harder and Benhler’s No. 1, 
owned by the Sunnybrook Oil Company, 
Is 2.000 feet west of the line. It Is dry. 
This Is to be shot by nltro-glycerlnc. 
Will Geary’s No. 1, east of the line 1,000 
feet, yields ten barrels a day. These 
are all the wells that have been put 
down at Sunnybrook. 

From Dry Fork to Sllckford, oppo¬ 
site 8unnybrook. four wells on a ltne 
north are all dry.

Well Flooded. 


Sunnybrook Is only a post-office In ihe 
extreme south of Wayne county and 
Within a few miles of the Tennessee 
boundary. She may become great enough 
as a producer, and as the original pro¬ 
ducer of Kentucky oil, to give her name 
to the whole of a vast district of towns 
and cities that are to come, some say. 
Just as Cripple Creek. Col., gave her 
name to every hamlet, town or city 
grouped around her original survey, be¬ 
cause she was there first and started 
the ball a-rolllng. The big ball of mines 
and settlements and villages and cities 
and smelters across country became the 
Cripple Creek district. 

Sunnybrook may do likewise. It Js the 
hope of her lucky pioneers, now the 
kings of the Kentucky oil Held, but her 
history to date does not insure her the 
crown. More prospectors may drill to 
ruin than those that will drill to oil 
In Sunnybrook. The bed of Kentucky 
oil is by no means certain to be there 
No man should stake his reputation as 
a prophet on saying where It Is. It may 
be east from Sunnybrook, near Mount 
Tlsgah, where no well has ever been 
drilled. It may be theTe. because it is 
on a line with Sunnybrook and because 
the first oil well drilled In the United 
6tates was drilled just west of Mr. 
Pisgah In 1818. and this well was a 
gusher, though crudely wrought. It may 
be away east twenty-five. thirty-Hv*\ 
fifty miles from Sunnybrook and Monti¬ 
cello. and it may extend northeast to 
the boundary of the State, because a 
northeast line drawn straight across the 
map from Sunnybrook goes through the 
oil fields of Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
Maybe this Is a direct flow. This oil 
here Is Pennsylvania oil on all material 
points of analysis. 

• • • 

Other Places’ Chances. 


The Kentucky field may be ten ml es 
west from this place In Clinton county, 
because oil has been drilled for there 
on Otter creek and Gap creek and found- 
It may be at Sllckford, northeast of 
fiunnybrook and off the line, because the 
Huffaker well drilled there In 1866 yield- 
ad 10,000 barrels before a fool workman 
pulled the casing for repairs, letting 
he r become flooded with water.

Other Lines. 

It Is well to note here that the north¬ 
east line to Pennsylvania from Sunny¬ 
brook Is not the only one. A northeast 
line east of Sunnybrook from Copen¬ 
hagen on the southern border eats 
through the oil Hush of West Virginia 
and Ohio and Into the lower Pen nay I- 


Slickford—original south district—was 
first drilled by J. A. Huffaker In 1866. 
The well at 760 feet produced a hundred 
barrels a day. Ten thousand barrels 
of oil were taken from It and sold. It 
was doing fifty barrels a day when 
the casing was pulled to substitute new 
casing. Water came In with a rush and 
Hooded the well beyond recovery. Noth¬ 
ing was done at Sllckford again until 
1891. 

Mr. A. M. Williams came from Brad¬ 
ford with tools and drilled the Hovey 
well at Sllckford. He pumped ten bar¬ 
rel tanks full of oil out of It. But this 
oil could not be carried off. and the 
pumping was stopped. The well stood 
Idle until water ate through the casing 
and destroyed the well. Two more good 
wells were drilled on the same farm In 
1893 and 1898. They did more than one 
hundred barrels. Both are now aban¬ 
doned. Sllckford was drilled at shal¬ 
low depths. The wells averaged about 
4M feet. In all, a bunch of fourteen 
wells have been drilled at Sllckford. 
Four or five of them were small, yield¬ 
ing three or four barrels a day. A 
few yielded less. Some were too small 
to make pumping worth while. Others 
were dry. The life of the best of them 
was very short. 

• • • 

Mr. Williams* Operations. 

Beaver Creek, from Sllckford to 
Sumpter—This territory was developed 
almost exclusively by A. M. Williams, 
of Bradford. One well on the Camp¬ 
bell farm, near Sumpter. Is dry and 
abandoned. One on the Burnett farm 
is dry. There are three at the bend of 
the creek south of Surnpter, on the 
Marsh Tarm. Two are dry and one Is a 
monster gas well, Just struck. There 
is one midway between Sumpter and 
Cooper which is dry. There are nlno 
wells on the Sandusky farm, at Sump¬ 
ter. seven of which are producers and 
two are dry. One well did a hundred 
barrels In six hours. One well south at 
Delk farm, drilled In 1K96, yielded fif¬ 
teen barrels, and Is pumping two bar¬ 
rels now. Two on the Huffaker farm, 
at Sumpter, drilled in 1897. are pump¬ 
ing three and four barrels each now. 
Nearly all these wells are In a clus¬ 
ter ring at Sumpter, and each wa* 
drilled only to the upper sand peculiar 
to this district. Mr. Williams sold this 
property to the Penn Lubricating Com¬ 
pany. which Is operating the entire 
Sumpter section. All their well* are 
small. Some are only one, two and 
three years old. 

The Penn Company Is now drilling for 
the Sunnybrook sand on Otter creek, 
a half mile above Sllckford, on the 
west. Midway between Sumpter and 
Cooper, on Beaver creek, there Is a dry 
hole. 

“At Otter creek. dlrecMy west of Cooper, 
four wells have been drilled. There Is a 
natural spring of oil there on the Illcks 
form. In 1870 John Clark, of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. drilled two wells near th•» spring. 
Oil shewed In them. They were not 
tubed and were allowed to He neglect¬ 
ed until they became flooded.

Sunnybrook Sand. 

In 1894 the Otter Creek 0:1 Company 


Old Beaty oil well at the Tennessee 
line of the Big South Fork river, drilled 
in 1818. was a good well at the time, 
according to local tradition. Strubbe 
well, on the big South Fork, near the 
Junction of White Oak creek, was dry. 
Pueblo, south of east from Monticello 
eight miles, has two dry holes. In the 
same territory Berwald & Blanchard 
have two wildcat wells which are dry. 
Parnell, seven miles west of Monticello, 
Is Berwald & Blanchard’s mystery. Sen¬ 
sational reports have been received re¬ 
garding It. It Is a week old and Is 
doing two barrels a day. 

The summary of 'all the operations is 
as follows:

Total number of producing wells twenty- 
eight. 

Toul number of dry wells thirty-four. 

Total number of producing wells worked 
out or flooded fourteen.

Average dally production a well forty- 
one barrels. 


Note the average production, leaving 
out the four large wells at Sunnybrook. 
is about five barrels a well. The pay 
wells outside of Sunnybrook are from 
one to six years old and are drilled only 
to the first sand. 


FORMER NEW YORKER 

BECOMES BANKRUPT. 


Claims That His Assets Exceed His 
Liabilities, and That He Is a 
Victim of Conspiracies. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 27.—Alfred 
Dolge, formerly a resident of Dolgeville, 
N. Y., but now living at Lamanda, Ca!., 
has filed a petition In bankruptcy In 
the United States District Count for 
Southern California. He asks to be re¬ 
lieved of debts amounting to 31,647,043 
and declares his assets to be 32,565,004. 

In the explanatory statement of his 
affairs Mr. Dolge states that “through 
business reverses and misfortunes 
brought upon him as the result of 
machinations, frauds and conspiracies 
of other parties In whom he had explicit 
trust and confidence, he became finan¬ 
cially embarrassed and was Induced to 
make an assignment for the benefit of 
his creditors on April 11, 1898, to Walter 
T. Kemer, of Utica, N. Y.“ 

Mr. Dolge was an extensive manu¬ 
facturer of felt shoes and felt piano 
covers, having a factory at Dolgeville, 
N. Y.

320.000 are:

CABINET IN THE BACKGROUND. 


PRESIDENT'S PLANS FOR MES¬ 
SAGE TO CONGRESS. 


THE GOOD ROADS TRAIN. 


Washington. Oct. 27.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt is following after 
former President Cleveland’s style of 
listening to his Cabinet, and then do¬ 
ing pretty much as he pleases. The 
announcement that his message to Con¬ 
gress Is to be written personally 
means that recommendations from Cab¬ 
inet officers are to be made largely 
separate reports of respective depart¬ 
ments. and at once plnces the Cabinet 
In the background. The President in¬ 
tends to be the whole show of the Ad¬ 
ministration. He has never held a po¬ 
sition In which he has not asserted his 
Individuality, and he is ceratin to con¬ 
tinue along this line while In the White 
House. His capacity for work Is enor¬ 
mous, and it Is understood that he is de¬ 
voting his attention to the merest rou¬ 
tine details. He will have no difficulty 
with the departments, but It will be in¬ 
teresting to watch the course of events 
when Congress, or rather the Senate, 
convenes. 


Good Roads Train. 


The Southern railway’s good roads 
special will leave here Tuesday morn¬ 
ing for a two-months’ trip through 
North Carolina, Alabama, Tennessee, 
Georgia and Virginia, It will be ac¬ 
companied by eighteen persons. Includ¬ 
ing W. H. Moore, president, and R. W. 
Richardson, secretary of the National 
Good Roads Association. Practical 
dtMnonstrations of the use of road ma¬ 
chinery will he given, and a section of 
roading constructed. The train has 
been equipped with machinery by the 
leading manufacturing companies of 
the l nlted States. Arrangements have 
been made to hold good roads conven¬ 
tions at points where the train is 
booked to stop.

The Isthmian Canal. 

M. Hutln, of the Panama Canal Com¬ 
pany. is still In Washington trying to 
find out what the Walker Commission 
thinks Is a fair price for his concern. 
He has had several Interviews with 
members of the commission, but so far 
as can be learned there has been no 
direct offer of a definite sum. His 
price will naturally drop os the possi¬ 
bilities of a report favorable to Nica¬ 
ragua Increase, Inasmuch as the Pana¬ 
ma route becomes practically worthless 
with the Nicaragua route under way. 
While Senator Morgan and other Nica¬ 
ragua canal advocates take a very- 
cheerful view of the outlook for legisla¬ 
tion this winter, the facts are that the 
matter is In a great deal of doubt, and 
there will be rich pickings for the lobby. 

There seems to be an impression that 
the Walker Commission will not posi¬ 
tively' declare for the Nicaragua route, 
but while It may favor it, will say 
much which can be placed to the credit 
of the Panama waterway.

IRRIGATION CANAL 


To Be Built In Wyoming By William 
F. Cody and Nate Salisbury. 

Cheyenne, Wyo.. Oct. 27.—Wm. F.. 
Cody and Nate Salisbury* are at the 
head of a company of Eastern men who 
are preparing to build a power and Irri¬ 
gation canal forty-five miles in length, 
which will irrigate 100,000 acres of land 
In the vicinity of Garland and Cody, 
Wyo. The engineers have completed 
surveys and estimates on the cost of 
construction. The canal will have its 
source at a dam across the Shoshone 
river, near Cody, where the power plant 
will be located. The cost of the power 
plant and canal will aggregate 3700,000.

Of Interest To Steamboatmen. 

The following are the rule? and regu¬ 
lation* to govern the opening of the draw 
of the Kentucky and Indlnna bridge: 

The river and harbor act of August 18, 
189-1. contains the following section: 

Section 5. That It shall tn* the duty of 
all person* owning, operating and tend¬ 
ing the drawbridges now* built, or which 
may hereafter be built across the naviga¬ 
ble river* and othfr waters of the Uni it d 
States, to open, or cause to be opened, 
the draws of suen bridges under such 
rules ami regulations as In the op.nton of 
the Secretary of War the public interest* 
require to govern the opening of draw¬ 
bridges for the passage of vessels and 
other w'^tar crafts, and guoh rules and 
regulations, when so made and published, 
shall have the force of law*. Every such 
person who ahall willfully fail or refuse 
to open, or cause to be opened, the draw 
of any such bridge for the passage of a 
boat or t»oats, or who shall unreasonably 
delay the opening of ^aid draw after rea¬ 
sonable signal shall have been given, as 
provided In such regulation*, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than two thousand dol¬ 
lars nor less than one thousand dollars, 
or bv Imprisonment (in the case of a natu¬ 
ral person) for not exceeding one year, or 
by both such fine and Imprisonment, in 
the discretion of the court: Provided. 
That the proper action to enforce the pro¬ 
visions of this section may be comment”o 
before any Cormn'.s*loher. Judge or court 
of the United State*, and such Commis¬ 
sioner. Judge or court shall proceed In 
resect thereto as nutboriaed by law in 
case of crimes agaln-t the United Sate*; 
Provided further. That whenever, in th“ 
opinion of the Secretary of War. pub. 
He interests require It he may mak- rubs 
and regulations to govern the opening of 
drawbridges for the passage of vessels 
and other water crafts, and rurh rules an I 
regulations, when so ittade and published, 
shall have the force of law, and any vlr. 
Is.tlon thereof shall be punish'd as here¬ 
inbefore provided 

In accordance with the low above quoted 
the following regulation* are pre«crit*>.] 
to govern the opening of the Kentucky 
and Indiana bridge across the Ohio river 
between Louisville, Ky., and New Al¬ 
bany. Ind.: 

ptrut—The dru'wspan shall bo kept reidy 
for prompt opening at all yt?g a of w*i er 
In the Ohio river above forty feet, lower 
gauge, locks of the IxnitsvIHe and Port¬ 
land canal. 

Second—When a steamboat or other wa¬ 
ter craft desire* to jsiss through th draw- 
span. the officer or person In ebarg* 
thereof shall cause to be sounded, wltli n 
signaling distance of the bridge, three 
short blast* of a steam whistle or of a 
horn 

Third — Upon hearing or percelv'ng ihe 
signal rrescribed. the tenders or operator* 
of the drawbridge shall at once, and Wth- 
in a period not greater than five minute* 
from the time the rlcrual Is given, open 
the drawsn-an of the bridge for the prompt 
passage of said steamboat or craft; P*o- 
vtded, That the bridge may not be opened 
when there Is a train, wagon or vehicle 
at the time pa<«irtg over raid draw pan 
or a train approaching sc clo«ely th'»t It 
cannot be «afe1y stopped before r* a hlng 
the bridge, but It ?hall be opened ns toon 
as the dmw«pan may be ckured 

FVurth—Wagons, vehicles nnd trains 
shall not he stopped on said drawbridge 
or on the drawspan for the purpose of de¬

Oct. 26 -The feature 
of the week hn? been the placing of large 
orders for alee! ralU and the general 
Activity in the Iron and steel trad*-. The 
Pennsylvania railroad Ib said to have 
raised Its order* from 1 «>.COO tons to 170.000, 
which is more than It ever took before, 
and In all contract* have been ma le al¬ 
ready for 1 . 600.000 tons. The price being 
$28 per ton, this means that the rail m‘Us 
are already astured of work for next 
year 10 the amount of $42,000,000. As an 
Indication of the general activity In Iron 
and steel this stands unparalleled. The 
demand Is enormous for all clas?*# of 
products, but especially for bars, platej 
and bridge material. There have been 
large sales of pig Iron, and an advance 
In price Is expected. The export trade Is 
light, and may have to be neglected, a« 
the domestic demand la so large. 

The report of the New York bunks this 
morning was favorable, showing an un¬ 
expected Increase of $1,6CO.OOO in cash. How¬ 
ever, there was an Increase of I9.0j0.5ft) In 
loans, which Indirectly afTected the deposit 
account and Increased the reserve require 
tnents, so that there was a surplus re- 
dtioilon of $752,000. The position, however. 
Is strong. 

The banks now hold $253,337,200 cash, 
which Is 26.54 per cent, of deposits, against 
$251,744,300, or 26.63 per cent., a week ago. 
and $253,155,400. or 26.85 per cent., two weeks 

ago.

Corporations and Foreign Charters. 

The litigation between the two Louis¬ 
ville telephone companies In the Court 
of Appeals Inst Saturday resulted In 
sr.me breezy statements being made by 
the attorney of the Bell Interest? be¬ 
cause the other company took out its 
charter In Delaware. He made the 
charge that such charters were ob¬ 
tained In order to evade the Kentucky 
laws and urged that they should have 
no standing In Kentucky courts- 
The matter serve* to call attention to 
the fact that It 1ms become the fash¬ 
ion for the newly-organised^ Kentucky 
corporation** to go outside of their 
State for charters. The two independ¬ 
ent telephone companies organized here 
have both done so. and so have about 
all the oil companies, including, we be¬ 
lieve, the $3,000,000 concern of which 
tn ex-Oovernor of the State Is at the 
head. It was only last week that the 
Federal Chemical Company, a $3,000,000 
corporation organized by some uf the 
foremost business men of Louisville, 
followed the same plan, and yet Its 
headquarters and those of practically 
all the others arc to be In Kentucky 
and Kentucky capital has been Invest¬ 
ed. 

The unanimity of the movement at 
this period of development may be 
termed a danger signal with propriety, 
especially when we see men who have 
spent their lives In Kentucky and who 
have made their fortunes here unwill¬ 
ing to risk their capital under the Ken¬ 
tucky laws. They are honest and law- 
abiding citizens and those who know 
them would not accuse them of being 
desirous to evade their proper respon¬ 
sibilities. Still, It Is a fact thut they 
go elsewhere to get authority for doing 
business. 

The suggestion that first occurs when 
this subject 1« taker, up Is that capi¬ 
talists fear the hostility of the Legis¬ 
lature and courts of this State to cor¬ 
porations. and for this reason prefer 
to be organized where they are more 
welcome. An Instance of this Is to be 
found In th* statute which makes a 
double liability for shareholders In 
many private Incorporations under 
Kentucky law*. This is a great deter¬ 
rent to the small Investor who might 
be willing to Invest his savings in some 
enterprise, but who fears that failure 
may cost him not only all the money 
he has put in. but as much more. The 
fact that liability Is limited In corpor¬ 
ations is their great attraction over pri¬ 
vate partnerships. However, this 
double liability does not apply to tele¬ 
phone, telegraph, bridge, gas. water, 
oil and electric lighting companies and 
companies organized for religious, 
charitable or educational purposes. In 
spite of these exemptions, the oil com¬ 
panies. and the mining and gas and 
electric companies go eluewhere. 

The contention that Kentucky courts 
should not recognize companies char¬ 
tered outside of the State will not hold 
good as long as they comply with the 
other laws. The comity prevailing be¬ 
tween States makes It necessary to rec¬ 
ognize the corporation In one State 
which has had a legal creation In an¬ 
other. though It may do no business 
there and may have been organized ex¬ 
pressly to do business elsewhere. This 
Is certainly the case with these organ¬ 
izations of Kentucky capital. Their 
unwillingness to accept the statutes of 
this State as fixed for the home com¬ 
panies shows the Impossibility of en¬ 
forcing restrictive laws w hich play Into 
the hands of outsiders. Capital Is easi¬ 
ly frightened, and It Is always mov¬ 
able, the consequence being that It Is 
seldom unable to evade undue taxa¬ 
tion. The matter is likely to cost the 
State heavily In revenues. Even the 
Incorporation fees are worth consider¬ 
ing. The $3,000,000 Federal Chemical 
Company, had It been Incorporated at 
Frankfort, would have paid the State 
a $3,000 fee at the start, and the two 
mllllon-dollar telephone companies 
would each have paid $1,000. They 
have very much smaller fees to pay In 
Delaware and West Virginia, and can 
probably obtain very Important prop¬ 
erty exemptions otherwise. 


spectacular play the canons which gov¬ 
ern the legitimate drama are ruthless¬ 
ly disregarded when It is necessary to 
do so. The temptation to do the like 
In army maneuvers is always strong, 

■ nd It Is quite apparent that It was 
done in Germany this year. The use 
of the large bodies of cavalry and the 
close order were well suited to spectac¬ 
ular effect, hut It Is too much to sup¬ 
pose thut they would have been em¬ 
ployed In the same way In real war. It 
Is a just criticism to say that such 
maneuvers ufTord poor training for real 
righting. The Germans concede that. 
The requirements for a great specta¬ 
cle. however, were studiously observed. 

It was a grand and Impressive show, 
but It needs no military critic to tell 
us thut It was not war. Substantially 
the same was true of the French ma¬ 
neuvers. The criticisms that have pro¬ 
voked the British are of n different 
character, because they relate to actual 
war. South African operations have 
undoubtedly gone far to weoken the 
prestige of the British army. 
Great Britain was shockingly un¬ 
prepared for war when hostilities be¬ 
gan. This Is admitted, but the Boers 
precipitated the outbreak for the very 
reason that the British were busy pre¬ 
paring Nevertheless, the Boers failed 
to reap the advantage they expected 
from that want of prparatlon on the 
part of their enemy. When time for 
putting the needed men In the field hod 
elapsed the advance of Lord Roberts 
was speedy and effective. The war was 
then thought to be virtually over. The 
continuance and success of the parti¬ 
san warfare by the Boers were a severe 
disillusion. The w hole story of the war 
has caused the correctness of the Brit¬ 
ish military system to be severely criti¬ 
cised. not merely by unfriendly nations, 
but b 3 ' many of the British themselves. 

It is small and inadequate compensa¬ 
tion for this to pick flaws In the maneu¬ 
vers of other armies. The German 
army, at least, demonstrated Us ef¬ 
ficiency in actual war when It went to 
Paris In a few weeks after the outbreak 
of hostilities with France. 

For a long time prior to 1S98 Great 
Britain had not had a test of the ef¬ 
ficiency of her army. The navy was 
trusted as a defense against Invasion, 
and offensive war had not been under¬ 
taken on a large scale. Great Britain 
escaped the enormous expense of main¬ 
taining large armies In time of peace. 
But no explanation can remove the 
sting of the fact that even so insignifi¬ 
cant forces as those of the Boers have 
maintained themselves for more than 
two years against all the troops that 
Great Britain has been able to send 
against them. The plain meaning of all 
this Is that If the British are to be In 
readiness to fight any first-class power 
on land a radical reorganization of the 
military system is indispensable. The 
better training of officers has been 
found to be a matter of prime Impor¬ 
tance. and doubtless It will receive at¬ 
tention. 

France and Germany have great ar¬ 
mies, maintained at vast expense, and 
so far are ready for war at any time. 
The test that the new conditions of 
warfare have had in South Africa is not 
likely to be lost on their commanders. 
It Is not to I* presumed that they will 
go Into action when war comes with a 
view to the spectacular effects which 
characterized the maneuvers. It Is not 
probable that Great Britain will deem It 
necessary to Imitate the great nations 
of the continent In the number of men 
kept constantly under arms or in the 
lavish expenditure for that purpose. 
But If the British expect to engagejii 
offensive warfare on land they must 
have a better organization of the re¬ 
serve forces, such us will permit their 
mobilization more promptly and more 
efficiently. In this and other respects 
the South African operations have 
taught a lesson that cannot be safely 
Ignored.

Paris is taking gold to prepare 
for a new loan, and Berlin and Vienna 
gre also In the market for the precious 
Sk-tal. liondon has sbtpped out $7,000,000 
tn gold, chiefly to Berlin. Exchange is still 
low In Berlin, but the Imperial Batik of 
Germany shows decided Improvement In 
nearly every department this week. Still, 
•xchange is within a fraction of the g>dJ 
•xport point, and we may be called on to 
oontribute to Euroi*'* relief by some ship¬ 
ments this week, as we can easily spare 
the gold. 

Wheat ha* of last shown a slight ad¬ 
vance above last year’s figures, but ex¬ 
ports are about the same as for the cor¬ 
responding week last year. Corn has don.t 
better also, and there has been a better 
•xport demond. Provisions art* caster and 
live sto^k ha** also declined. 

Heavy receipts of cotton and warmer 
weather In the South, which promises a 
crop of "tops" In Texas, has caused a de¬ 
cline in cotton. Thu cotton goods situa¬ 
tion Is disturbed by threats of trouble 
nt Fall River, but dry goods men have 
be#*n buying largely ihis week. Woolen 
Bifils nre busy, and the market Is «trong, 
though quiet for both the raw material 
and manufactures. Leather product* are 
In great demand, shoe shipments brine 
largely in excess of lu»t year. Hides are 
very strong.

The Future of Armies. 

The fall maneuvers In Germany and 
France have brought out from British 
military critics very severe strictures. 
One writer thinks he has discovered 
that the vaunted German military sys¬ 
tem is a figment uf th* Imagination. 
Another gravely states that the French 
army la untrained for war, at best, ac¬ 
cording to English Ideas. There are, 
however, those who do not admit that 
English Ideas about war are a criterion. 
The criticism? on the German and | 
French marieuvera were undoubtedly i 
prompted by adverse mention of British 
operations In South Africa. It has been 
repeatedly said .In France, Germany 
and elsewhere, that the Boer War lias 
demonstrated that Great Britain Is no 
longer a military nation. 

These amenities among military crit¬ 
ics need not be taken too seriously. It 
is well to remember that there is strong 
feeling back of all them, and that earn 
writer has reasons of his own for de¬ 
siring to find fault with his neighbors. 
We need not inf^r from this tha- all of 
the strictures are unjust or unfounded. 
Where a disposition to find fault Is 
guided by Intelligence it will lay hold 
of some real weakness ns a basis for 
blame. Being thus sure of his ground, 
the expert critic easily makes n great 
deal more of n rml fault than Is Justi¬ 
fiable In ii calm and comprehensive re¬ 
view. The justice of some of the criti¬ 
cisms on the German maneuvers 1ms 
been candidly admitted by Germans 
themselves. . 

A sham battle Is necessarily a good 
deal of a sham. The conditions uf a 
real contest do not exl?t. It is Intend¬ 
ed to make it a grand spectacle. In a

determin'd to erect h Government of un¬ 
defined powers und limitations by judi¬ 
cial constructions on the theory of im¬ 
plied powers originated and enforced by 
John Marshall In h!» constitutional opin¬ 
ion*. * 

“The author denounces Marshall In the 
severest language He declares his Ju¬ 
dicial conduct during the Burr trial in 
Issuing a vrrlt of tttibpo*-n& duces fenun 
to President Jefferson as discreditable 
alike to his head, to his heart, to hi? 
conscience and to his high ..file** lie 
add? that it Is ‘a stain upon th«* Jmlir

A message 
that was sent from the Campania to a 
firm In Philadelphia was relayed by the 
Marconi system off Crookhaven at 5 
o'clock yesterday morning and cabled to 
this country, reaching Philadelphia at $ 
a. m., or twenty-four hours before the 
Campania arrived In quarantine to-day. 
This is the first time that messages have 
bem Hashed In midocean to bo recablcd 
ii ad reach their destination In advance 
of the passengers who sent them. 

Purser Gruham. of the Campania, says 
that In addition a telegram from Paris 
was put aboard the Campania by the 
wireless system after the vessel l«*ft 
Queenstown.—[New York telegram to the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

In 
the same speech Mr. Stratton said he 
would fire every Democrat from the 
Police and Fire Departments if elect¬ 
ed. which Is taken to mean that 
many negroes will take the places of 
good white men.

CAUSE OF HIS GREATNESS. 


The Rev. WUbur F. Sheridan Aeks 
His Congregation. “What 
Is HellP" 


ANSWERS HIS OWN QUESTION. 


"Anarchy” was the subject of Rabbi 
Moses’ sermon yesterday morning at 
the Synagogue. This sermon wilt he 
followed by a discourse on "Rational 
Progress’* to be delivered on Novem¬ 
ber 10. The Rabbi has been in falling 
health for some time, but spoke yes¬ 
terday with unusual force. 

He said in part: 

*'It may sound like blasphemy to 
mention in the same breath, the name 
of William McKinley, the great states¬ 
man and ruler, and that of Cxolgoaz, 
the anarchist. And yet, for all time, 
these two names will be associated, the 
President and the anarchist. Rut who 
wre these anarch Isis? we ask ourselves, 
trying to understand them. Some an¬ 
swer. ‘they are a band of cutthroats. 
Yet we cannot call them all cut* 
throats; for many men, men of supe¬ 
rior intelligence have espoused their 
cause, suffered for it, endured imprls- 
ment and even death for It." 

Pabbi Moses men tinned several famous 
anarchists, men of superior Intellect in 
France and Russia. He said that an¬ 
archists, after all, are human beings, 
teeming with feelings like other men. 
In Russia, hft said, the great mass of 
the people live l?i abject i»overty. dense 
ignoran t ard spiritual degradation. In 
vain they cry* to God and to the Czar 
for relief. They are persecuted without 
mercy. The anarchist sees this, feels 
it and sayB: "It Is the fault of the Gov¬ 
ernment. Down with such laws. Rurn 
to the ground, and out of the ashes let 
spring the edifice of a new govern¬ 
ment, a government of love and confi¬ 
dence." 

The speaker traced anarchy from 
the fall of man when a principle of 
evil called the devil first had origin, 
bringing sin and grief Into the world. 

He told of the witches In the early 
days whom the anarchists of the 
church called devils. who were 
drowned, burned or cut down. Later 
the anarchists of the church believed 
the Jew to be a minion of the devil who 
Jmlnlstered only evil. "But," he de- 
ared. ‘ the anarchist is the most dan- 
erous phase of that principle, the 
devil." _ * 

FIDELITY TO PRINCIPLE. 

Steadfast Faith of Abraham and 
Joseph Theme of Dr. Hoge's Ser¬ 
mon. 

'‘The Prime Minister of Pharaoh*' fur¬ 
nished the text for Dr. Huge’s second 
sermon in the series, “Great Sayings 
of Gnat Men." at the Warren Memo¬ 
rial church yesterday evening. “There 
1 ft none greater In this house than I; 
neither hath he kept back unythlng 
from me but thee, because thou art his 
wife; how then can 1 do this great 
wickedness, and sin against Oud?" 
Genesis xxxix., 9. 

Dr. Ilog- said In part: "Abraham 
was tempted In the maturity of ag«; 
Joseph ir. the flush of youth. Abruhain 
was tempted to shirk a difficult duty, 
Joseph to indulge In an attractive sin; 
Abraham wjlk tempted because of a 
noble affection. Joseph by th*» het blood 
of pctssicn. The temptation in each 
case w v *t re-enforced by apparent ex- 
pediercy, or wlint men slant-nlghledly 
call a ’proct*cal necessity.' God had 
said to Abrahom: *To Isaac shall thy 
seed be called.* In view of this ne 
might hi - ? brought himself to disobey 
the divine command. By resisting 
temptation. Joseph Incurred the 111- 
wlll of his mistress, and apparently in¬ 
vited all the evil consequences which 
were wrapped up in her hatred. THu, 
too. Abraham and Joseph had in com¬ 
mon: While the triumph of Abraham 
-gav..* a crown of glory to his life cf 
faith. Joseph. b> hte victory, laid the 
ground for hte future greatness. It ,\m 
the su*i:e tlde’dty which was shown in 
this temptation that mad-' him master 
ir. the prison and later second only to 
Phaiaoh himself. 

“The truth underlying Joseph's career 
is evident. We cannot live our public 
and our private lives apart. We can¬ 
not be a Mr. Jekyil in private and a 
Dr. Hyde in public. That which you 
tolerate In your private life will surely 
eat through Into your public career lo 
blight it. 

“How often In our own city *ve see 
the progression—Impurity. extrava¬ 
gance. speculation, defalcation, suicl le! 

"Why did home rule fall for Ireland? 
Because the Nationalist leader, in be¬ 
traying the honor of a fnend. betrayed 
the liberty of his people. Tho*' of you 
who lust week heard YYugner’s beauti¬ 
ful creation heard It to little advantage 
If you failed to catch the secret of the 
Knight of the Holy Grail, expressed so 
well by Tennyson: 

“Mv strength Is ai itie strength of ter. 
Because m> heart is pure." 

"We need to learn the importance and 
necessity of a tlrm grasp of principles. 
A crisis is a poor time to be balancing 
probability ?. A battle is no time to 
learn the ai t of war. any more than a 
storm at sea Is a good time to become 
acquainted with the principles of navi¬ 
gation Settle in your hearts the true 
end of living, and then tlnd the princi¬ 
ples vshlch will bring about that end.’’ 


teenth verse of the seventh chapter of 
Matthew. 

Among other things Mr. Sheridan 
said: 

TIas physical science any word concern¬ 
ing future punishment? Directly, no; .n- 
directly. yes. While physical science tells 
ns nothing about the future life, yet It 
tells us so much about the devrlaymenU 
ami degradations of physical life as to 
strongly suggrvt like developments and 
degradutionh in the moral and spiritual 
life, tspeclally when we find tho.e .-u«- 
gestion< tallying with all that we know— 
und wo know much—of moral develop¬ 
ments and degradations hrrt*. 

Physical science declares that not only 
has then* been an evolutionary process In 
the world, by which the higher forms 
of life have been developed from the low¬ 
er, but that there has been a law of re¬ 
version. also, constantly at work, by 
whlob all forms of life which Tailed to 
adapt themselves to their charting envi¬ 
ronment either became extinct, or rvvertid 
to their original forms, or more common 
still, beoumr “perverts'’ degenerated Into 
malformed und lower forms than ever. A 
recent dredging expedition. In the Arctic 
ocean brought up a specks of ocean para¬ 
site which an eminent scientific author¬ 
ity declares had been “going to (he bad 
for a million years.** Illustrations like the 
eyeless fish of the Mammoth Cave, which 
have pigrn**nt spot* where the eyes should 
be. while 1>ack of these s-pots are the 
ruins of the optical nerves ami lenses 
fallen into ruins because they have lived 
so many generations in the dark; illustra¬ 
tions like tbes**. I sav, are familiar. Bar¬ 
nacles. which have lost their limbs in fas¬ 
tening themselves as pa malt « < on vessels 
or other objects, are also well known il¬ 
lustration*. It Is also said by scientific 
authorities that whales were ouce land 
animals— that much of the structure of 
their original condition remains with 
them but their limbs have been forfeited 
In taking to the easier mode of life. These 
are but n few thousand* of Instance* of 
degeneration In physical life. While even 
more striking is the fact that thousands 
upon thousands of species of animal life 
have become extinct altogether In the 
proofs of achieving the goal of evo¬ 
lution: 

“So careful of the type? But not 

From soarpi-d cliff and quarried atone 

She cries—“A thousand type are gone, 

I care for nothing! All shall go!" 

All this suggest* that It may Ik* entirely 
In harmony with the Almighty’* pro¬ 
gramme for the universe, that human 
lives, which fail to accommodate them¬ 
selves to the higher mvlronment—which 
fall to take hold on the higher, spiritual 
life—that is. upon God, shall be oast to 
the void. It suggests that If God be pre¬ 
paring a future world of happy Intelli¬ 
gence—a heaven of happy soul*—nothing 
would be more likely than that the large 
class aim had not sympathy with such 
ideals, who lived only in the basement 
of their being, who ate and rioted and 
Indulged their lower pasdons after the 
manner of animate, as so many In our own 
city are doing—I say nothing la more 
probable. Judged from the analogy of na¬ 
ture. than that they should die with the 
animals, and their * nd be like lheirs. For 
when .i man is a brute he Is wor*i than 
a brute, for he was made to Ik* so mm h 
better. That destruction from among In¬ 
telligent beings, or that degradation Into 
lower and yet lower stages of life, i< th- 
two-fold suggestion of science as to the 
future punishment of the soul. 

It i» only In Revelation, however, that 
we find a sure footing as to the future 
lire. 

Dealing with an existence so unlike what 
we know anything about in our experience, 
it was Inevitable that the Scripture* 
should employ figure* of speech—should 
take the things we know to illuminate the 
unknown. Hence the much abused—both 
by friends and foes—“fire" figure of the 
Bible. Fire Is a symbol of keen suffer¬ 
ing There Is no more vivid Illustration. 
The bald literalism of former generations 
made that a literal fire, and so early 
preachers represented the sinner as sus¬ 
pended by a hair, and shaken In the 
breeze, above the mouth of a bum'ng pit. 
We understand by the future punishment 
of (he wicked, their mental sufferings— 
the recollections of the happy days—the 
memory of the misspent years and the 
was-ted opportunities—tb«* memory of the 
sins which they committed, both against 
themselves and against their fellow-men 
—fthere are no other kinds of sin)—tho 
agonic- of remorse. In a word, the suf¬ 
fering of the future life Is largely the 
suffering that comes from man’s Inability 
to forget. The agonies of conscience are 
recognized, not simply by theologians, but 
by litterateurs. The sufferings of con¬ 
science constitute the pathetic minor 
strain of all fiction. Haw thorne's “Scarlet 
letter*' the greatest American novel, is 
but the recital of an attempt to ignore 
consc'ence. and of the wretched failure of 
the attempt. Lady Mucbeth. the Jezebel 
of literature, could stifle conscience while 
she was awak* . but In her steep the out¬ 
raged moral nature reasserted Itself, and 


her “infected mind to the deaf P How 
discharged Its secret.” While Macbeth 
mutters Iti the midst of kingly honors: 
“O, full of scorpion* is my mind, dear 
wife! Better be with the dead, whom we, 
to gain rmr place, have sent to pence, 
than on the torture of the mind to lie 
in resile** ecstacy." There Is absolutely 
nothing to suggest that the human con¬ 
science will be any the less keen . ,*1*!' 
fearful In eternity than R 1* 1° l* mo * 
Rather will It be mightily quickened. 

The Scriptures also indicate another ele¬ 
ment in the suffering of the finally im¬ 
penitent—Separation. 

“Separation Is involved in the v* r y 
names of two place* or conditions—a 
Heaven and a Hell,*’ 

• • • • • 

Finally, It means separation from God. 
Thi* Is something we can have no ade¬ 
quate—not even an approximate—con na¬ 
tion of. We have never been In n world 
without a God. We have n* vcr k now ™ a 
ttnv* when, either directly, by Hia 8Pjnt. 
or indirectly, through the lives 
men. God's light and blessing Aidnot 
reach our lives. But future punUmnent 
means a time Is coming when the Influ¬ 
ence of God In our lives ceases— a time 
when God says: “Let him alone; he I. 
Joined to hi* Idols.*' It means that a t.me 
fs coming when the finally impenitent win, 
like frozen dead worlds, swing around in 
the’.r orbit, without a ray of Ugbt rrom 
God's heaven, or a breath of Lie from 
God's spirit, ever reaching them.

CAPT. WILSON, 


Park Board Secretary, 
Dies In New Albany. 


ILL FOR ALMOST A YEAR. 


HAD A BRILLIANT WAR RECORD 
IN TWO REGIMENTS. 


LAST UNDER GEN. MORGAN. 


Capt. William Hewitt Wilson, secre¬ 
tary of the Board of Park Commission¬ 
ers, died of a complication of diseases 
at BoIlin#er’« Sanitarium, New Albany, 
at 6 o'clock yesterday morning. 

The death was not unexpected, as he 
waa in a critical condition for almost 
a week. 

Capt. Wileon was one of the best 
known men In Louisville. He was es¬ 
pecially popular with the Confederate 
veterana. Gallant conduct upon the field 
won him distinction and the rank of a 
Captain. 

He was born in Louisville sixly-three 
years ago, and sp«mt the greater part 
of his life here. Banker, tobacco manu¬ 
facturer. soldier and finally recretary 
of the Board of Park Commissioners 
"ere the four vocation? he followed. 

Capt. Wilson came of a distinguished 
family. Hhs father wjs William S. Wil¬ 
son, architect and contractor, who de¬ 
signed and superintended the erection 
of many of Louisville's old homes. 

Capt. Wllsmn was educated In the pub¬ 
lic schools of Louisville. .After he was 
graduated he accepted a position In a 
bank and held it until the war between 
the State?. Then he went to Virginia 
and enlisted In the First Kentucky regi¬ 
ment of infantry. His commander was 
Col. Blanton Duncan. Later the regi¬ 
ment wa? under Oen. Thomas H Tay¬ 
lor. Remaining with the regiment one 
year he was honorably discharged. 

Going then to Tennessee he Joined the 
»?econd Kentucky Confederate cavalry, 
under the leadership or Gen. John Mor¬ 
gan. He wa« made Quartermaster 
shortly after Joining the regiment. 

• • • 

Always At the Front. 

His comrades say he fought In every 
battle in which his command was engag¬ 
ed. His duties did not require him to 
go Into action, hut his superior officers 
say that he rendered valuable service in 
the capacity of aide-de-camp. 

At Brandenburg he was severely 
wounded and captured. He was made 
n prisoner about the time that the ex- 
change of prisoners ceased, and was 
held by the Federate until the . lose of 
th»» war. At that time he returned to 
Louisville and accepted hte old posi¬ 
tion of teller In Hunt's Bank. 

His next venture was In the tobacco 
business at New Holland. Pa., several 
years after the war. when he manu¬ 
factured plug tobacco. Remaining there 
until five years ago. he again came to 
Louisville. A year later he was made 
secretary of the Park Board and filled 
the position until his death. 

Capt. Wilson enjoyed excellent health 
until about one yeur ago. in May an 
operation was performed and he im¬ 
proved. His friends believed that the 
surgeons had removed the cause of his 
Illness and that he would live many 
years. About ten days ago. however, 
he again became III and went to the 
New Albany sanitarium. 

Capt. Wilson is survived by one son, 
now In Philadelphia, and by th»* fol¬ 
lowing brothers and sisters T. F. Wil¬ 
son. M. Q. Wilson. Percy Wilson, Miss 
Mattie Wilson and Mrs. Carrie Clark, 
nil of Louisville, and Mrs. H. T. Dixon 
and Mrs. Charles Johann, of Evans¬ 
ville. 

The funeral will be from the resi¬ 
dence, 717 Seventh street, at in o'clock 
to-morrow morning.

When the thirty birds were liberated 
they started for their lofts In Louisville. 
The owners were anxiously awaiting 
them, and many were seated upon the 
tot* round of a ladder that they might 
catch their birds before they could en¬ 
ter the lofts.

Just cleaned and oiled 
for the occasion, and the residents out 
on Third avenue thought him mad as 
he raced along the street. 

The owners and their pigeons arrived 
singly. In couples and quartets. Those 
who came in first were tenderly caring 
for their pigeons, but those who came 
later were not as careful, and some of 
them were holding their birds by the 
neck.

LABOR BUREAU. 


CENTRAL LABOR UNION TO ASK 
LEGISLATURE FOR ONE. 


Delegates Named For National and 
State Meetings—Assistance 
Given To Strikers. 


At the regular monthly mating of the 
Central Labor Union yesterday after¬ 
noon a resolution was Introduced ask¬ 
ing the next Legislature to create a 
Bureau of Labor and place It In charge 
of a competent labor man; also to 
m&ke.the first Monday In September a 
legal holiday on account of It being 
Lr.bor Day. The central body ha* agi¬ 
tated resolutions of tlilr nature for a 
number of years, but the matter has 
never been presented to the Legisla¬ 
ture. Both resolutions were debated 
yesterday and were finally referred to 
the Legislative Committee to report at 
the next meeting. Each will undoubt¬ 
edly be reported favorably and then 
sent to the General Assembly. A num¬ 
ber of other States have established 
Bureaus of Labor ond placed them in 
charge of leading labor men. They are 
said to be successful and to have ac¬ 
complished great good for the labor 
cause. 

Several other matters of business 
came up at the meeting. 

Delegates were appointed to the an¬ 
nual convention of the American Fed¬ 
eration of l*abor and to the State Fed¬ 
eration of Labor. The latter body will 
meet at Lexington next month, and 
Louisville will have u large delegation 
present. Each organised body Is en¬ 
titled’ to delegates. H. S. Carfield, of 
the Beer Drivers’ and Bottlers’ Union, 
was elected to represent the central 
body. C. Bolnnder, of the Tailors’ 
Union, was elected as delegate to the 
American Federation, which will hold 
Its annual convention the latter part of 
December. 

H. J. Conway, of the International 
Retail Clerks* Association, delivered an 
address on the advisability of refusing 
to patronise stores and places of busi¬ 
ness that remain open after 6 o’clock 
p. m.. and on Sun lav Ho mad© a 
strong address along this line, saying 
that If the friends of organised labor 
would not patronise stores that re¬ 
mained open after the hours mentioned 
they would soon close. It was not de¬ 
termined to boycott the«e places, but It 
was the sentiment of the meeting that 
they should give thejr employes short¬ 
er hours. The subject will be later dis¬ 
cussed further. 

Delegutes from Louisville Carpenters’ 
Union, No. 1ST. International Associa¬ 
tion of Machinists. No. 20.T; Beer Driv¬ 
ers’. Helpers’ and Salesmen's Union, 
No. 207 Salesmen’s Benevolent Asso¬ 
ciation. No. 64 and International Worwl- 
workers* Union, No. 154. were admit¬ 
ted to seats In the body. 

Five dollars was subscribed to the 
International Brotherhood of Black¬ 
smiths to assist In carrying on the 
strike In San Francisco. A similar 
amount was donated to the Green Glass 
Bottlers* Association, of Streator. III., 
to assist It In conducting the strike now 
In progress there. 

WEAVER CASE WILL 

BE POSTPONED AGAIN. 


Now* that Gov. Durbin, of Indiana, 
has Informed P. H. McCormack, the con¬ 
tractor a ho built cell-house ”C” at the 
Indiana reformatory In Jeffersonville, 
that he must resort to law to collect 
the balance due him for the work, no 
time Is likely to be lost by Mr. McCor¬ 
mack In filing sqlt. To a Courier-Jour¬ 
nal reporter In Jeffersonville Mr. Mc¬ 
Cormack stated that he did not want 
to engage In a legal controversy, but 
he wanted what was due. and expected 
to get It. 

The Board of Managers of the reform¬ 
atory and Mr. McCormack m©t with 
Gov. Durbin. Auditor Hart. Treasurer 
Levy and Attorney General Taylor last 
Saturday to arrange a final settlement. 

Auditor Loomis, of Jeffersonville, who 
planned the cell-house, clams that the 
cell-house has not been finished. He 
asserts that a part of It Is defective 
and Insists that it be made good be¬ 
fore he accepts the work. 

Mr. McCormack says he has fulfilled 
his agreement; that he made many 
changes at the suggestion of Mr. Loom¬ 
is, and that the performance of many 
things not In the original agreemert 
leaves the State Indebted to him about 
$40,000. 

The Board of Managers and Auditor 
Hart claim that the sum due Mr. Mc¬ 
Cormack Is about $9,000. On November 
1 laM the cell-house was to have been 
completed, they say, and If he failed 
he was to pay $25 for every day of 
delay. 

Mr. McCormack meets this with the 
claim that he was delayed two months 
through no fault of his In tearing dow n 
the old cell-house on account of build¬ 
ings adjoining It. The $25 per day was 
not a forfeit, he says, but was to be 
liquidated damages. He calls atten¬ 
tion to the cell-houw wall*. The orig¬ 
inal plan was to cover them with plas¬ 
tering, he says. Mr. Loomis decided 
not to use plastering, because It would 
b*» a saving to the State. Mr. McCor¬ 
mack says that In laying the brick It 
was necessary to use extraordinary 
care, and for this he demands $9,000. 

In the beginning $200,000 was appro¬ 
priated for the erection of the cell- 
house. It was provided by the Legisla¬ 
ture that the building should be com¬ 
pleted by November l this year. The 
part remaining In the State treasury 
Noveml>er 1 will again become a part 
of the genera! fund. Auditor Hart has 
informed the Board of Managers and 
Mr. McCormack that after November 1 
he will not issue one dollar on account 
of the building. Unless work contrat- 
ed for Is completed In the specified 
time, he says, the money lapses to the 
Sta4e.

STARTLING WORDS OF THE REV. 
J. KINSEY SMITH. 


MANY KILL; FEW PUNISHED. 


If a Man Steals He Goes to the Peni¬ 
tentiary; If He Murders 
He Is Free. 


STATISTICS OF COURT RECORDS. 


“Human life Is safer In the domin¬ 
ions of the Ameer of Afghanistan than 
It is In Kentucky. There are more 
murders In Louisville with 200.000 peo¬ 
ple than there are in London with 7,- 
000.000. There are more murders in 
Kentucky with Its 2,000.000 people than 
lr Great Britain with a population of 
40.000.000. Finally there are more mur- 
Ulers In the United States thnn In the 
whole of Europe, with Italy and Turkey 


left out and Russia Included.” 

Such were the startling statements of 
the Rev. J. Kinsey Smith at the 
Fourth-avenue Presbyterian church 
Inst night when he preached on crime 
In the city. The minister made other 
scarcely less sensational statements 
and produced statistics to back up his 
statements. He quoted a Jurist to the 
effect that a human life was worth ap¬ 
proximately $20. The sermon revolved 
largely about the case of a man who 
was acquitted several days ago of kill-' 
Ing his friend while drunk. The min¬ 
ister took for his text the fifteenth 
verse of the first chapter of Isaiah— 
"Your hands are full of blood.” Be¬ 
ginning, he drew a word picture of Je¬ 
rusalem and the condition of affairs nt 
the time the prophet spoke. Ho told of 
the murders, the lustfulness and all the 
unrighteousness of this time just be¬ 
fore the Invasion of the Assynlans and 
the Babylonians. The picture was 
plainly drawm, without artifice or pre¬ 
tense. A spade was called a spade, ev¬ 
erything received Its proper name. And 
the punishment that followed the dis¬ 
regard of the prophet’s warning was 
dw elt upon. • 

Continuing then, Mr. Smith said, in 
part: 

"It would be, of cour?®, a gross ex¬ 
aggeration to say that the same things 
exist In our city that existed in that 
old Jerusalem described in the book of 
Isaiah. This is iwd a city crowded 
wholly of thieves, of cut-throats, of 
scoundrels. The preponderance of pop¬ 
ulation Is peaceful, law-abiding, eager 
to do right. Many are church members. 
Thousands are good, earnest Christian*. 

"In speaking one must be careful not 
to say anything that one may be unable 
to substantiate. Cities ane naturally the 
abiding places for criminal*. The sewer¬ 
age passes into th«? cities. So the larger 
the city the more crime there Is gener¬ 
ally In It.

Jhe Crime of Murder. 

•'But. though I am not a sensational 
preacher, and do not wish to say any¬ 
thing tending unnecessarily that way, 
yet I can say coolly, dispassionately, 
there Is In this city one crime, worse 
than robbery and Incendiarism combin¬ 
ed. for these united are nothing to the 
awful, devllteh crime of murder. 1 have 
at hand a *tory taken from a news¬ 
paper of several days ago. Ordinarily 
I don’t take subjects for sermons from 
newspapers, nor strive for notoriety In 
that way. But I could not suppress* the 
tumultuous feeling of horror and indig¬ 
nation that rose In me when I read of 
the miscarriage of Justice that permit¬ 
ted a drunkard who had killed another 
man In hl» frenzy to walk from the 
court room free. He had killed the man, 
so the paper stated, for nothing. They 
were friend* and while dTUnk he had 
shot the sober friend dead. That was 
all. He w-as acquitted. Yes, In a civiliz¬ 
ed land, It was shown that after the 
most horrible murder committed In a 
drunken frenzy, a man can walk from 
the court room free, without eo much 
a* a word of rebuke even for his drunk¬ 
enness! He was turned loose to go and 
drink, and perhaps kill again. And all 
this was under the form of law and Jus¬ 
tice! 

"I am not here as Judge or Jury’ to 
try that case or the men connected with 
It. God will at the proper time judge 
al) such cases, and He will Judge all 
the men connected In any way with 
them. I make no accusations, but there 
must be something horribly, terribly 
wrong with the state of affairs when a 
red-handed murderer is lurmd loose 
without even a rebuke. 

"The newspapers said that he was 
sorry for his crime, and even cried. 
Think of It! He cried! As thuugh the 
maudlin tears,of a drunkard could wipe 
out the stain of blood. Nothing but the 
blood of Che Lamb of God c uld do that, 
and yet they turn him free, acquitted 
of blame!

"We are told that he has a g- od char¬ 
acter. Reputable citizens testified to 
that fact. Ia It possible in any way f Jr 
such a murderer to have a good char¬ 
acter? If he has. a thief must be a 
saint, a forger an archangel, an incen¬ 
diary fit to sit at hand of God. 

"But this Is only one case In many. 
A friend of mine has prepared some sta¬ 
tistics on the subject. These statistic* 
are accurate. 

"In Louisville In 1&96 there were twen¬ 
ty-three murders. Six of the murderers 
were punished, seventeen went fre©. 

"In 1S97 there were twenty-seven 
murders in Louisville. Four were pun¬ 
ished. twenty-three got off. 

"In 1 K 9 S th**re were twenty-eight mur¬ 
der* and eight convictions. Twenty 
this y**nr escaped. 

"In 1S99 there were thirty-five mur¬ 
ders and thirty-two of the assassins 
went free. 

"In 11HH) there were thirty-two mui- 
der*. Two were punished, thirty es¬ 
caped. 

"Up to date this year there have been 
fourteen murders, and not one mur¬ 
derer has yet been punished. 

"These statistics do not Include ac-

cldental killings and other killings, but 
only regularly registered murders, re¬ 
ported by the Coroner. In eight years 
there have been 200 murders and m* 
hangings In Louisville. I thought of 
It when I read that beautiful Introduc¬ 
tion to Janie* Lane Allan's latest book, 
where he speaks of the hemp. I 
thought: So much hemp grown, so lit¬ 
tle used. 

"Of 127 murder cases Investigated. 107 
escaped punishment, while for the 
twenty murderer* convicted, the aver¬ 
age punishment was hut two years. 

"If Louisville were In South America 
or In pom" other far-away place, and 
you heard of such a state of affairs, 
should you call It a civilized city? As¬ 
suredly not. The very first principle 
of civilization Is the safety of human 
life.

Safer In Afghanistan.

"I tell you. humnn life is safer In the 
dominions of the Ameer of Afghanis¬ 
tan than In Kentucky—that dark, 
bloody-minded Ameer, who murdered 
Indiscriminately himself, yet kept his 
country under such law that one could 
travel throughout It in perfect snfeiy. 
Could that he said of Kentucky? 

"There are nr*ore murders In Louis¬ 
ville. with her 200.000 people, than in 
London, with 7,000.000 There are more 
murders in Kentucky, with 2.000,000 pro. 
pie than in Great Britain, with 40.000.000. 
Finally, there are more murders in the 
United States than In Europe, with It¬ 
aly and Turkey left out and Russia In¬ 
cluded. 

"I have no vocabulary to express my 
horror at the state of affairs In this 
city. 1 have my opinion of the mys¬ 
terious condRton of tn© law In our 
courts. I don't choose to state A to 
you now'. All thinking men In the city 
have agreed upon It. I Fuppoue you 
agree with the general decision. 1 tell 
you where such a condition of affairs 
exists, the place Is but half civilised. 
And whisky is at the bottom of it. 

"In Louisville there are over 800 sa¬ 
loons and Just 100 churches. The con¬ 
dition of affairs cannot be remedied all 
at once. It takes time. But one thing 
should be done. Saloon* should be closed 
on the Sabbath Day. for now It Is not 
God's day, but the devil's day. It is 
the busy day of the week for the dive- 
keepers. 

"There 1* nothing the matter. I sup¬ 
pose. with the Kentucky laws. In this 
State there Is a* complete a theoretical 
system of Justice as in any. Where, 
then, is the fault? It Is with us, large¬ 
ly. You and I are implicated and com¬ 
plicated In this thing In so far as we 
are guilty of the guilt of silence, of In¬ 
difference. of apathy. 

"It would be safer to kill one’s neigh¬ 
bor than to kill that neighbor’s dog. 
Kill the dog, and If he takes the mat¬ 
ter to court you must pay damages. 
Kill the man. and If you have Influ¬ 
ence enough, money enough, or that in¬ 
definable something w'htch most of 
these escaped murderers have on their 
side, you will get off free. I will quote 
what one of your high Judges said— 
that In Kentucky It costs $20 to kill a 
man. 

"The negro who steals a $3 pair of 
trousers g* ts a five-year sentence In the 
penitentiary. The murderer goes free. 
How was it In the trials for gambling? 
A few' heelers and dupes were sen¬ 
tenced. The big sharks that prey up¬ 
on the young men of the city sailed 
away serenely through the broken 
meshes of the law'. I* there not some¬ 
thing wrong w’lth a net that holds th© 
small fish but lets the sharks go 
through? 

"I tell you something Is wrong and 
you are responsible. I am responsible. 
Insomuch as you and I do nothing to 
bring about « change.

Humiliation—Prayer. 


"We should gather for a time of fast¬ 
ing, of humiliation, of prayer, that we 
may bring our city out of darkness, out 
of barbarism, out of paganism. Into the 
true light of the Twentieth century. 

"I am not an alarmist, but I have 
read history, not sacred history only, 
but world history, and I tell you that 
history' ©hows that some terrible judg¬ 
ment will overtake any city wherein 
th© most sacred laws of God and man 
are eo utterly disregarded.” 


THIRTY-THIRD 


ANNIVERSARY OF THE A. O. U.

Speeches By R. W. Bingham and 
Judge Barker—The Order’s 
History Reviewed. 


The thirty-third anniversary celebra¬ 
tion of the Ancient Order of United 
Workmen was held at the Temple The¬ 
ater yesterday afternoon. A large crowd 
was In attendance. 

Late comers found only standing 
room. The boxes w’ere filled with the 
ladles and members of the three Degree 
of Honor Lodges, Alpha. Victoria and 
Welcome. Grand Recorder J. G. Walk¬ 
er. Grand Medical Examiner B. A. Garr 
and leading members sat on the plat¬ 
form, which was lavishly decorated tvirh 
potted plants and flowers. After Intro¬ 
ductory' historical remarks by Grand 
Master Workman Thus. D. Osborne. Dr. 
George Grant Smith delivered the In¬ 
vocation. the vast audience standing 
and Joining In the prayer. The quartet. 
Miss Katie Elliott, Mrs. Carrie Rcth- 
chlld Saplnsky. Peter Schlicht and J. 
Hill sang Buck’s Festival Te Deum. Mr. 
Robert W. Ringbom, of Clay Lodge, 
made the anniversary' address, giving 
the history of the order’s founder, John 
Jordan Upchurch, who was born March 
26. 1828. In Franklin county. North Caro¬ 
lina, and started the A. O. U. W. Oeto- 
ber 27. 1868. at MeadvJlle. Penn. 

Mr. Bingham In illustrating the far- 
reaching Influence of the benefits paid, 
said the $117,000,000 was more than all 
the real ©state, improvement* rallr ads.

In doting he 
recited with fine efftet John Hays’ strik¬ 
ing verses "Jim Blud*oe.”
